1s  the  basis  of  the  In- 
tegrated programme,  a new  Idea  In 
Canada  but  one  which  has  lieen 
tried  with  a good  deal  of  success 
ebewhere. 

About^  a hundred  teachers  last 
Summer  took  courses  under  John 
Oough.  of  the  Victoria  Normal 
School,  and  Dr  Vernon  Tolls,  of  one 
of  the  state  teachers'  eolleges  In 
Callfomla.  and  now  are  back  at 
their  achooU  armed  with  the  neces- 
sary knowledge  to  put  the  integra- 
tive programme  into  affect. 

In  the  workshop  courae  under  Mr. 
Ooush.  teachers  actually  took  part 
In  aome  of  the  aettvitlea  they  wlU 
direct  in  their  schools  this  Winter 
themselves  building  models  signifl- 
esnt  of  industrial  and  historical  life 
In  our  British  Columbia  environ- 
ment. Tlie  resulta  were  highly  sat- 
isfactory both  to  the  students  and 
to  the  director  of  the  course. 

But  what  Is  this  Integrative  eur- 
tiruJum  and  how  does  It  work?  Csn 
It  be  trusted  to  give  as  good  educa- 
tional rMults  as  the  old  methods  we 
have  used  in  the  past?

NEW  APPROACH  CHED 

The  Integrative  curriculum  Is  the 
result  of  a shift  In  psychologlra) 
theory  which  now  places  the  great 
emphasis  on  the  development  of  all 
Rides  of  the  peraonaUly  connirrenty. 
that  Is  on  the  development  of  the 
well-rounded  personality  fluhjecis 
as  such  have  gone  by  the  board  and 
Mch  ts  used  today  only  In  ao  far  as 
It  N able  to  contribute  to  the  In- 
tegration of  the  personality.  Edu- 
cational theory  In  the  Integrative 
curriculum  holds  that  iMmlng  Is 
the  result  of  a composite  respnnae 
of  the  entire  organism. 

Subjects,  then,  cannot  exist  In  aSr- 
ttght  oomparUnvnla.  *rhere  is  rw 
such  thing  ts  developing  one's  his- 
torical sense  for  forty-five  minutes 
closing  off  that  compartment  and 
proceeding  to  the  mathematical  side 
of  one's  nature  for  another  forty- 
five  minutes  Instead.

View  this  case  in  Ihe  light  of  the 
knowledge  (common  to  all  who 
know  children)  thst  the  very  main- 
spring of  any  child’s  nature  to  artlv- 
tty  Activity  purpoaelem  and  trivial 
to  the  average  adult,  but  highly  im- 
portant to  him.  Imagine,  then, 
forty  of  these  small  human  dyna- 
mos cooped  up  In  a narrow  and  un- 
attractive claasrooffl.  driven  to  rou- 
tine tasks  and  hating  tt  ail  from 
the  start

em conception  of  what  a achool 
should  be— the  mneeptton  tosrard 
which  educationalists  have  been 
gradually  working  for  a number  of 
yeara~the  aame  forty  children  tpre- 
ferably  lesa  but  that's  not  probable 
at  the  present*,  all  interested  in 
some  Job  which  to  them  is.  for  the 
moment  the  begin  ail  and  end  all 
of  high  achievement,  all  getting 
about  their  buslneas  as  directly  aa 
poasible  and  with  whatever  talk  snd 
noise  is  neceasary.  One  group  to 
hammering  nails  and  another  saw- 
ing boards.  Children  come  and  go 
almost  at  will  A few  rehMiwe  a

But  what  to  the  unit  of  work?  tn 
the  Integrative  curriculum  K.  Is  tom- 
ply  a handy  division  of  the  srork 
which  the  chuw  propoeea  to  do  dur- 
ing the  year  tt  might  be  a studv  of 
Pacific  Coast  Industrlea  or  of  any 
of)p  of  them,  or  of  a period  In  his- 
tory. or  of  the  cturtoms  of  a foreign 
land  The  example  given  above 
might  vrrv  ea.sHy  be  preparation  for 
a drsmatlxatlnn  of  tome  event  tn 
the  life  erf  the  community  or  of  a 
favorite  poem — and  the  children 
will  have  favorite  poems  under  this 
syilem 

But  what  does  the  teacher  do? 
Does  she  declare  ■ profeMlonal  holi- 
day and  Irl  the  children  esrry  on 
accerrdint  to  the  dictates  of  rheir 
own  Inierests?  Not  exactly  Ahc 
must  very  carefully  plan  the  acUv- 
Itv  before  ft  begins,  exarnmins  alt 
avenues  that  may  prme  helpful  for 
study  and  providing  materials  that 
will  he  necessary  The  children 
then  choose  their  actlvUv  but  the 
teacher  has  ilreadv  “set  the  stare"

Ten  De^eats — Exposing  a Legend 
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Anw  months  ago.  Just  after  our 
forces  had  been  driven  out  of  Crete. 

I was  discussing  the  matter  with  s 
member  of  the  House  of  Commons,  and  he 
said  to  me.  "After  all  we  are  bound  to 
admit  that  Hitler  has  succeeded  up  tlU 
now  In  everything  hr  has  undertaken  ' 
That  undoubtedly  m a view  often  held  In 
many  parts  of  the  world,  and  even  oc- 
casionally In  this  country.  Afterwards  I- 
took  a piece  of  paper  and  made  a list  of 
NIUsr's  failures  during  this  war.  I found 
that  there  were  ten  of  them  1 will  give 
you  the  list  But  I don't  want  people  to 
think  that,  because  of  all  these  fsllures. 

I am  suggesUng  that  the  war  is  already 
won;  or  even  half  won.  II  Is  not.  It  is  at 
Its  very  crisis.  NiUer  may  still  redeem 
some  of  those  failures.  Or  he  may  win 
fresh  sncceasfi  tn  other  directions  that 
wiu  eoMter-balsnec  them  I do  not  give 
the  Isi  as  a reason  tor  taking  things 
easHgr,  tor  saying  that,  after  all  the  war 
Is  gobMi  very  weU  on  the  whole;  that 
netther  we  here,  nor  our  friends  and  allies, 
need  feel  any  urgent  and  desperate  need 
to  see  every  ounce  of  strength.  That  would 
be  lalnL 

But,  on  the  other  hand,  it  would  also 
damp  down  the  war  effort  If  the  Idea  got 
about  that,  do  what  we  will,  the  Oennans 
arc  too  strong,  that  we  and  our  Allies 
having  been  defeated  in  Poland.  Norway. 
Belfflum.  France.  YugoBlavla.  Greece. 
Crete  and  Libya,  must  expert  that  it  wiu 
be  the  same  all  through  That  is  only  one- 
half  of  the  picture  Facts  prove  that  the 
doeirtn*  that  the  Nasis  are  invincible  1* 
quite  untrue 

Let  us  remember  the  first  failure,  and 
Ih*  greatest  — their  Invasion  plan  of  a 

year  ago. 

After  the  collapse  of  France  immense 
preparations  were  made  Thousands  of 
motor  barges  and  other  craft  were  rot- 
le«ud  In  all  the  ports  of  the  CtmUnent 


opposite  to  Qreai  Britain  Immense  armies 
were  waiting  to  embark.  Vast  numbers  of 
planes  were  concentrated  to  destroy  the 
British  Air  Force.  It  was  announced  that 
Field-Marshal  Ooerlng  had  come  to  take 
personal  command  of  the  operations.  In 
Germany  the  crowds  sang  "Wlr  Fahren 
Oegen  England" — r We  March  Against 
England."! 

LuftwjHe  Over  Brifsin 

After  the  great  battle  had  begun  the 
German  High  Command  announced 
at  one  moment  that  they  had  achieved 
air  supremacy  over  the  Channel.  We  were 
told  that  then  a thrill  ran  through  the 
whole  German  nation.  Crowds  gathered 
round  the  loudspeakers  to  hear  the  first 
new*  of  the  invasion.  But  there  was  ho 
Invasion.  It  was  not  the  Luftwaffe  that 
won  supremacy  over  the  Channel,  but  the 
Royal  Air  Force  Much  Inferior  In  num- 
bers. It  was  superior  In  the  quality  of  its 
maclunss,  and,  above  all,  greatly  superior 
In  the  quality  of  lU  men.  It  Inflicted  such 
enormous  losees  on  the  Germans  that  their 
confident  attempt  had  to  be  abandoned. 
In  what  may  prove  to  have  been  one  of 
the  decisive  battles  in  the  history  of  the 
world.  Hiller  was  utterly  defeated  The. 
barges  remained  In  their  ports,  where 
hundreds  were  bombed  and  sunk. 

It  may  well  be  that  the  attempt  wiu  be 
renewed,  as  the  Prime  Minister  has  Just 
warned  us  may  be  certain  that  it 
would  be  renewed  If  we  relaxed  our  pre- 
cautions In  the  least  They  will  not  be 
relaxed  In  4he  twelve  months  that  have 
since  passed  we  have  accumulated  In  this 
island  tramed  armies,  and  a Home  Guard, 
of  millions  of  men.  supported  by  great 
numbers  of  tanks,  batteries  of  artillery 
and  squadrons  of  airplanes  All  this  has 
been  made  pnsible  by  Hitler's  first  great 
failure,  s year  ago. 

Then  he  changed  his  attMk  to  air- 
bombardment,  by  nlghW  of  London  and 
other  clUea  He  set  out  lo  accomplish  tw9 
objects— to  destroy  our  docks,  shlpysgds 
And  munition  factories,  and  to  break  um 


morale  of  the  British  peopls  He  has  failed 
in  both.  Some  damage  to  military  ob- 
jectives there  has  of  course  been,  and 
much  devastation  In  the  capital  and  many 
of  the  towns  Forty-two  thousand  elvlUans 
have  been  killed,  and  a larger  number 
aerlousiy  injured.  But  the  mass  of  war 
production  goes  on.  not  merely  un- 
dimlnlahed,  but.  on  balance,  enormously 
Increased  And  British  morale  has  not 
been  broken.  It  has  not  even  been  denied. 
The  determination  of  the  nation  to  fight 
on.  whatever  may  be  the  farther  ordeals 
we  shall  have  to  undergo— not  only  till 
HiUer  has  been  brought  to  s ftandsUU 
and  some  kind  of  a deadlock  peace  might 
become  possible,  but  until  a complete 
victory  Is  won  and  Hitlerism  1*  extirpated 
altogether  - is  absolate;  It  Is  unshaken 
and  unshakable  In  that  fact  Ues  Hitler's 
second  great  failure. 

The  third  is  on  the  sea  While  the  Ger- 
man army  has  won  great  and  continuous 
successes,  the  German  navy  has  suffered 
great  and  eontinuous  defeats.  When  peo- 
ple speak  of  Hitler  stKceedlng  In  all  he 
has  undertaken,  the  fate,  first  of  the  Oral 
Epee  and  then  of  the  Bismarck,  and  the 
Immobilisation  of  the  Schamhorst  and 
the  Cnelsenau,  tell  a different  story.  And 
as  for  the  attempt  to  blockade  Britain  by 
submarines,  raiders  and  bombing  aircraft, 
while  It  Is  no  doubt  much  too  socn  to  say 
that  Hitler  has  lost  the  Battle  of  the 
AUanUc,  be  certainly  has  not  won  It.  An 
Immense  total  of  shipping  has  been  sunk; 
we  have  to  go  short  of  many  things  in 
this  country  But  thousands  of  ffilps.  with 
the  munition*  and  suppUce  that  are  es- 
sential, steadily  continue  to  sail  Into  our 
ports. 

Those  are  the  chief  of  HiUer's  failures— 
in  the  three  matters  that  are  vital,  where 
alone  the  war  might  be  lost — Invaslan.  air 
destruction,  and  control  of  the  sea 

The  other  seven  relate  to  things  un- 
portant.  but  not  viu}. 

After  the  collapse  of  France  many  of  os 
hsd  vlsiOBS  of  Spain  being  drawn  Im- 
mediately into  the  war,  of  great  German 


armies,  with  their  batteries  of  heavy 
arUUery.  making  their  way  along  the 
Spanish  railways  and  road*  to  the  sieg* 
of  Olbrsllar.  Even  if  the  Rock  hsd  with- 
stood the  stege.  the  um  of  the  harbor 
might  have  been  denied  to  our  fleet.  That 
ha*  not  happened.  It  may  very  well  still 
happen.  But  no  one  can  suppose  that  the 
continuance  of  Spain's  neutrality  during 
the  last  twelve  month*  has  been  tn  ac- 
cordance with  Hitler's  desire. 

Garrison  of  Tobruk 

Again,  m North  Africa,  wnen  Oerman 
Intervention  succeeded  In  canceling 
our  conquest  of  Cyrenalca.  and  brought 
their  motorlaed  forces  to  the  frontier  of 
Egypt,  there  was  the  nightmare  pos- 
sibility that  they  might  rush  through,  as 
In  the  French  and  other  campaigns  A 
great  part  of  our  own  army  being  en- 
gaged in  Oreece,  they  might  even  swoop 
up  lo  Alexandria  and  attack  the  main 
base  of  the  Fleet  in  the  Mediterranean. 
Nothing  would  have  been  more  welcome  to 
Hitler  If  he  could  have  done  It  But  that, 
too.  has  n«r  happened  The  Germans  and 
Italians  together  have  not  even  succeeded 
yet  In  overcoming  the  gallant  garrison  of 
Tobruk. 

Farther  East  there  was  the  episode  in 
Iraq.  When  Rashid  All  raised  his  revolt, 
and  Oerman  agents  poured  into  Syria, 
some  writers  tn  the  preu  pointed  to  this 
as  p^f  of  the  uncanny  efficiency  of 
Oerman  propaganda  and  intrigue  As  It 
cam*  at  the  same  Ume  as  the  Oerman 
successes  in  Cyrenalca  and  the  attack  on 
Oreece.  they  said  that  it  was  one  more 
Initsncc  of  the  perfect  timing  of  Hiller's 
strategy.  But  now  that  the  British  forces 
are  tn  Iraq,  and  In  the  whole  of  Syria  as 
well,  and  Hitler's  unhappy  dupe*  sr* 
scattered  over  Asia,  we  have  almost  for- 
gotten all  about  H and  have  passed  on  to 
the  next  thing. 

That  makes  six.  Let  us  recall  next  that 
Hitler  stretched  hi*  protecUng  ehicld  over 
hie  humble  ally.  ^taly.  and  succeeded  In- 
deed kn  recovering  for  her  Albania  and 
Cyrenalca  and  placing  her  In  occupation 
of  Oreece.  But  tn  the  rest  of  the  Italian 
Empire  be  did  nothing  He  rendered  no 
eld  by  air.  land,  or  sea  to  tha  Italian 
armiee  \n  SoraaUland.  Eritrea,  efld  Abye- 


sinia.  He  eould  not  prevent  ihoee  Mn- 
nense  territories  Irriin  falling  to  the  small 
but  highly  effletcM  torses  of  the  DeHish 
Commonweellh 

The  eighth  was  hM  attempt  by  cajolery 
or  by  threats,  to  keep  Russia  safely  docile. 
With  Rlbbentrop’s  pact  Hitler  cleared  tha 
way  to  begin  ths  war  K was  hailed  as 
the  greatest  of  dlploatatlc  triumphs.  The 
event*  of  these  weeks  show  how  great  has 
been  the  failure. 

Next  there  was  the  agreement  with 
Japan,  intended  above  all  else  to  in- 
timidato  the  United  States  to  deter  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  from  giving  aid  and  suc- 
cor to  Britain.  Bui  It  is  plain  enough  that 
this  was  quite  s miscalculation  The 
Untied  States  has  not  been  Intimidated. 

Tenth,  tnrt  last,  was  the  other  line  of 
intervention  in  the  American  Continent, 
the  desperate  effort  of  Oerman  prop- 
agandists to  Influence  the  South  Amer- 
ican Republics,  so  as  to  stop  the  Joint 
action  of  the  Pan-American  Union.  Thai, 
too.  has  failed.  The  twenty-one  slstor 
Republics  of  Amencs  stlU  stand  solidly 
together  sgainst  the  disturbers  of  the 
world's  peace.  Backed  by  iheir  united 
support,  the  President  is  sending  os 
invaluable  aid  in  vast  and  ever -Increasing 
volume. 

AU  these  failures  arc  gradually  bring- 
ing ^e  world  tee  that  victory  for  the 
Allies  is  surely  on  lu  way  It  seemed  to 
many  people  a year  ago  that  s solitary 
Great  Brltatn.  supported  only  by  her 
Dominions,  was  hopelessly  ttruEfllng 
against  s world  In  arms  Not  so  today. 
The  British  Commonwealth,  with  the  al- 
liance of  Russia,  frith  the  eo-operadon  In 
the  Far  East  of  China,  and  with  the  active 
support  or  the  sympathy  of  AO  America. 
North  and  South,  is  fighting  now  with  tha 
proclaimed  goodwil]  of  at  least  iwo-ihlrds 
of  the  human  race,  of  the  two  thousand 
millions  of  people  who  dwell  upon  this 
planet  And  in  addition  there  are  all  the 
other  millions  in  the  conquered  countrlee 
of  Europe  that  are  waiting.  From  tha 
depth  of  thetr  misery  they  stretch  out 
their  arms  to  Brltatn  and  her  Allies,  they 
kmk  to  them  alone  for  reoettg  They.  too. 
and  all  the  world.  wUl  share  ths  bieaalnga 
of  the  comliig  vtetory.

Aadicneas  of  two  hundred  at  a lim* 
have  been  shr>wn  Britain’s  fighting 
services,  her  war  effort  m Industry  and 
agriculture  and  the  British  Empire's  vast 
resource!  of  raw  ntaterUls 

"The  Lion  Has  Wings"  has  been  very 
popular  and  also  the  travelogs  of  Empire 
scene*.  All  these  fUma  have  been  done  tn 
Turkish,  even  the  lighter  ones,  such  as 
"Let  George  Do  It " George  Fonnby  is  a 
star  isi  the  Bast  as  well  as  the  Wsst  now- 
adays. 

Apart  from  the  moviet,  which  constitute 
Britain's  main  shirw,  photographs  and 
books  in  the  Pavilion  tell  the  story  of  life 
In  Britain  and  the  Dominions,  the  social 
services,  education  and  wartime  organUa- 
tlon  and  livestock  breeding. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  picture 
postcards  of  Britain  at  War.  her  RdyaJ 
Family  and  her  Prime  Minister  have  been 
sent  to  Turkey  as  aouvenlrs  for  vlsltore 
to  the  Pavilion,  while  an  outline  of  the  al- 
ternative to  the  New  Order  has  been 
•peclslly  written  for  the  fair  by  Sir  Wynd- 
ham  Deedee.

The  element  of  furprUe  Mldt  Krc^tiy 
to  the  pleMure  with  which  a Ule 
Ij  heard  or  a scene  presented,  and 
the  approach  to  Loch  Awe  by  rail  from 
the  south,  via  the  lonely  and  rather  fea- 
tureleas  Glen  Lochy.  leaves  one  unpre- 
pared -for  the  scene  of  surpassing  splen- 
dor which  bursts  into  view  like  the  sud- 
den rush  of  a tropic  dawn  From  Loch 
Awe  Station  the  scene  Is  probably  un- 
surpassed in  all  Scotland.  The  big  bens 
pierce  the  clouds,  Ih^  placid  water  is 
doited  with  little  islands,  lovely  trees 
planted  by  nature  with  consummate  art- 
istry. clothe  the  slopes  and  the  lsland.<i, 
leaving  a brCak  here  and  there  through 
which  enchamUif  vistas  of  loch.  Island, 
ben.  and  forest  charm  the  eye  and  de- 
Itirhl  the  heart  with  their  limitless  va- 
riety. 

An  old  guide  tells  me  that  Loch  Awe 
l.s  twenty-four  miles  long  and  has  twenty- 
four  1-slands.  Neither  statement  is  cor- 
rect. The  miles  are  fewer  and  the  Islands 
more  numerous.  But  Loch  Awe  need  not 
be  measured  nor  lu  Islands  numbered  A 
lifetime  is  too  short  to  exhaust  the  charm 
of  Its  shores,  and  Us  Islands  are  so  per- 
lecUy  grouped  and  so  beautifully  formed, 
that  he  who  would  lake  his  pleasure  In 
numbering  them  must  assuredly  be  blind 
to  beauty  and  oblivious  to  charm. 

The  sir  of  placid  serenity  which  Loch 
Awe  possesses  In  such  a marked  degree 
leaves  the  visitor  totally  unprepared  for 
the  tales  of  strife  and  bloodshed  which 
are  associated  with  several  of  Its  most 
honored  names,  but  the  gloomy  Pass  of 
Brander  supplies  an  appropriate  setting 
for  the  many  acts  of  violence  committed 
within  Its  sinister  walls 

The  Pass  of  Brander 
V OCAL  legend  furnishes  an  abundance 
I—  of  wild  tales,  but  the  following  Is  au- 
thentic history: 

A cut-throat  Irish  reiver,  Macfadyen  by 
name,  was  harrying  the  land  of  Lome 
and  had  encamped  with  his  band  In  the 
Pass.  Sir  William  Wallace,  being  appealed 
to  for  help  by  Sir  Neil  Campbell  of  Loch 
Awe.  hurried  to  the  rescue  and  surprised 
(he  freebooters  Just  as  Macfadyen  wa.i 
sitting  down  to  a tasty  meal  of  roast 
chicken.  So  sudden  and  complete  was  the 
rout  of  the  Irish  that  Wallace  sat  down 
and  enjoyed  the  tit-bit  which  had  been 
prepared  for  Macfadyen  The  latter  es- 
caped across  the  river,  fled  south,  and

took  refuge  In  the  cave  known  ax  "Uamh 
Mac  Faiden ' on  Craig  an  Aonlch  His  re- 
treat was  soon  discovered,  when  he  was 
dragged  out  and  promptly  hanged 
History  also  tells  us  that  the  Pass  of 
Brander  was  the  scene  of  Bruce's  bril- 
liant victory  uver  Uie  formidable  Mac- 
dougalls  of  Lome  John  of  Lome,  son  of 
the  chief,  was  in  command  of  the  High- 
landers and  had  posted  his  men  in  am- 
bush. Bruce,  however,  had  received  ac-

Free  French  movement  Is  the 
I symbol  of  French  renaissance.  Its 
members  are  the  Interpreters  of  the 
soul  of  France  that  refuses  to  die  The 
upsurge  that  will  restore  French  honor 
and  pre.stlge  has  begun  But  the  question 
arises.  What  material  use  has  General 
de  Gaulle's  movement  been  to  the  Allies? 

While  everybody  acknowledges  that  the 
Free  French  forces  have  fought  many 
gallant  battles  In  Africa  and  the  Middle 
Bast,  few  realise  the  Important  part 
played  in  the  war  by  the  territories  that 
have  rallied  to  the  Croix  de  Lorraine  The 
colonies  that  have  so  far  joined  the  Free 
FreiKh  movement  In  answer  to  General 
de  Gaulle's  movement  been  to  the  Allies? 

In  the  Pacific— The  New  Hebrides,  the 
Pouth  Sea  Islands.  Tahiti,  New  Caledonia, 
and  the  French  settlements  in  India 
In  Africa— The  whole  of  the  French 
Equatorial  Africa  and  the  mandated  ter- 
ritory of  the  Cameroons.  a huge  territory 
comprising-  more  than  1.000,000  square 
miles,  roughly  more  than  eleven  times  the 
alze  of  Great  Britain. 

In  the  Middle  East- The  mandated  ter- 
ritory of  Syria  and  the  Lebanon,  won  by 
force  of  arms. 

All  these  have  become  elements  In  the 
commercial  balance  of  the  Allies,  and 
added  to  their  military  and  strategical 
strength  Their  united  action  Is  having  a 
subsUnUal  effect  dh  the  prospect  of 
victory. 

Control  of  Central  Africa 

FCONOMICALLY  the  Free  French  col- 
onies have  contributed  their  share  to 
the  fight  for  liberty  Even  such  smalt 
Islands  as  New  Caledonia  and  Tahiti, 
through  their  exports  of  nickel  ore.  Iron 
ore.  phosphates,  and  chrome  to  the  United 
fitates,  are  furthering  the  Allied  cause 
But  the  contribution  of  French  Equatorial 
Africa  overshadows  ail  others  French 
Etjuatorlai  Africa  stretches  south  of  Libya 
from  the  TlbssU  and  Bima  areas,  facing 
the  Anglo-EgypUan  Sudan  and  French 
West  Africa  respectively,  to  the  mouth  of 
the  Congo  It  ronststs  of  the  Oubanghl 
Chari,  Middle  Congo.  Gaboon,  and  Chad 
colonies,  and  also  comprises  the  mandated 
territory  of  the  Cameroons  A rich  land, 
h has  not  eo  far  been  fully  exploited  It 
Is  ably  administered  by  French  colonial 
supporters  of  de  Gaulle,  ammg  them 
Governor  Eboue,  a man  of  color  hailing 
from  French  Outano,  who  was  the  first  of 
the  governors  of  the  area  frith  sufflelent 
foresight  and  courage  to  see  that  France 
eould  and  would  continue  the  fight 
Under  an  agreement  with  the  Ftee 
French  the  British  Government  have 
undertaken  to  pHirchase  every  year  from 
French  Equatorial  Africa  all  the  cocoa 
crop  U4.000  tonsi.  palm  oU  (50.000  tonsi. 
coffee  (5.000  tonsi.  and  bananas  (14.000 
tons).  The  Free  French  buy  In  return 
textiles  (Including  Manchester  cotton 
goods!,  machinery,  phannaceutleal  pro- 
ducts. and  wlreleM  apparatus 
tts  Free  French  eoloolal  empire  eaa 


support  ten  times  its  actual  population  It 
Is  well  administered  General  de  Lar- 
mlnal,  the  high  commiMloner.  shares  with 
General  Sice,  doctor,  moral  guide,  and 
political  coun.vellor  to  the  whole  white  and 
black  community,  the  credit  of  having 
made  the  area  a Free  French  stronghold 
The  forces  defending  the  irrrllory  are  the 
flower  of  the  African  army.  Each  month 
French  patriots  from  every  part  of  the 
world  arrive  to  swell  their  ranks,  colonists 
and  planters,  ex -soldiers  and  young  men 
who  still  believe  In  the  France  of  Joan  of 
Arc  and  Verdun  The  new  army  ts  well 
equipped.  Its  ouiral  is  high,  and  its  leaders 
know  how  to  handle  men  and  make  them 
achieve  the  impossible 

Three  Days  m 1940 

IF  French  Equatorial  Africa  had  fallen 
Into  German  hands  the  war  which 
British  troops  and  their  Imperial  and 
Free  French  Allies  have  brought  to  so  suc- 
cessful a termination  In  Abyssinia  and 
Italian  East  Africa  might  well  havy  had  a 
different  sequel.  With  the  Chad  In  Ger- 
man posseuion.  South  Africa  would  be 
threatened  and  India  across  the  Indian 
Ocean  would  be  equally  in  Jeopardy  The 
Germans  at  Brazzaville  would  long  ago 
have  conquered  the  Belgian  Congo  and 
established  contacts  with  whatever  dis- 
affected elements  or  potential  qui.xlings 
there  may  bt*  In  8<juth  Africa 

Thanks  to  (he  enterprise  of  the  brave 
Frenchmen  who  on  "trots  glorleuses"  of 
Augiut  38.  37  and  38.  1940.  rallied  the 
populations  of  Equatorial  Africa  to  the 
Allied  cause.  British  airplanes  flying  to 
the  Middle  East  can  make  their  way 
rapidly  through  Nlgrna  and  the  Chad. 
They  ran  utilise  French  airdromes,  some 
of  which,  as  wen  as  many  new  strategic 
roads,  have  been  built  by  the  Free  French 
with  the  money  Britain  has  provided  The 
Chad.  In  fact,  is  playing  an  Important 
part  in  the  war  for  the  Suez  Canal,  and 
ao  long  as  It  remains  a Free  French 
stronghold  a German  occupation  of 
Dakar  would  be  very  precarious  Just  as 
historians  used  to  maintain  that  the 
nation  holding  the  B«)hemian  mountains 
held  Europe,  so  it  may  now  be  affirmed 
that  the  men  who  hold  French  Equatorial 
Africa  hold  Central  Africa 

As  (or  Syria,  it  ui  too  soon  to  estimate 
the  measure  of  her  material  use  to  the 
Allied  cause  Much  wealth  Is  lying  un- 
touched In  a country  agriculturally  rich 
Militarily  and  strategically  the  conclusion 
of  the  Syrian  campaign  has  greatly 
strengthened  the  Allied  posfUon  in  the 
Near  and  Middle  East  The  threat  to  Suet 
and  the  Red  Sea  has  momentarily  dis- 
appeared. nor  ran  the  Fuhrer  develop  an

Kilchurn  CisHe 

The  PO.S5  of  Brander  is,  happily,  the 
only  gloomy  scene  on  the  whole  ex- 
panse of  Loch  Awe.  Elsewhere  It  Is  the 
beauty  of  the  scenery  which  enthralls. 

How  perfectly  KUchum  Castle  blends 
with  Its  surroundlng-x*  It  Is  situated  on  a 
peninsula  which  Is  Hanked  by  the  River 
Orchy  on  one  side  and  a placid  lagoon 
on  the  other  Wood-clad  Islets  partially 
.rreen  It  from  the  west,  and  when  viewed 
from  any  point  the  hoary  old  ruins  blends 
so  beautifully  with  tu  surroundings  that 
It  seems  as  though  the  cunning  hand  of 
nature  had  produced  the  whole 
Sir  Colin  Campbell,  founder  of  the 
Breadalbane  family,  and  known  as  the 
Black  Knight  of  Rhodes,  began  the  erec- 
tion of  the  great  tower  of  Kilchurn  in 
1440.  His  young  wife  continued  the  work 
during  his  absence  at  the  "Holy  Wsxs" 
Seven  years  he  was  away  and  a report  of 
his  death  reached  her  Then,  like  Pene- 
lope of  old.  she  was  wooed  by  numerous 
sudors.  Most  persistent  of  whom  was 
Neil  MacCorquodale,  son  of  the  Baron  of 
Floruit  Eilean  She  had  given  a ring  to 
her  husband  when  he  left  home,  and 
when  at  last  he  returned,  bearded  and 
bronzed,  he  was  not  recognized  by  any  of 
thc.se  present  at  the  banquet  to  celebrate 
the  betrothal  of  Lady  Campbell  and  young 
Neil,  which  was  In  progress  The  stranger 
received  a tankard  of  wine  from  the  lady, 
ami  dropped  the  ring  Into  the  empty  tan- 
kard ere  he  retunred  It  With  a quick 
rlanre  and  a happy  cry  she  threw  her- 
self into  Sir  Colin's  arms. 

MacCorquodale.  having  received  Uie 
hospitality  of  the  house,  was  allowed  to 
depart  uninjured.  Years  later  a son  of 
Sir  Cohn  sought  out  and  slew  the  Mac- 
Corqmxlale.  It  had  been  discovered  that 
MacCorquodale  had  Intercepted  and  sup- 
pressed letters  from  Sir  Colin  to  his  wife. 
Slid  Uiat  he  also  was  responsible  for  the 
false  report  of  Sir  Colin's  death. 

Tithing  on  earth  has  s stronger  pull 
on  a Highlander  than  an  Island,  whether 
it  be  surrounded  by  sea  or  located  in  a 
(rrxh  water  l<M'h  For  many  of  their 
quarrels  they  deliberately  chose  an  Is- 
land on  which  to  flght  It  out 
In  1740  Sir  Donald  Campbell  of  Bar- 
breck  and  Baron  MacCorquodale  of  Flonnt 
Eilean.  each  with  a score  or  so  of  his  fol- 
low’ers.  met  on  the  moor  above  KUchre- 
nan  to  adju.xt  a dlfTerence  of  opinion  As 
It  was  a personal  matter  between  the 
'chiefs  It  was  agreed  that  they  alone 
should  fight  and  a Xlpj  Ulel  on  the  burn 
«as  chosen  as  the  venue,  while  their  re- 
spective followers  lined  the  banks  on 
either  side  It  was  "a  bonny  fecht"  as 
both  were  skilly  and  strong  The  Bsron 
attacked  Aerreiy  when  Sir  Donald  showed 
•;gns  of  Uiing  To  avoid  a savage  slash 
Sir  Donald  leaped  backwards  towards  the 
bsnk  where  his  followers  were  watching, 
but  leapt  short  into  a pool  where  he 
floundered  and  sputtered  amid  shouts  of 
laughter  from  the  MacCorquodalea  In 
«hich  the  Campbells,  tneludtng  Sir  Don- 
ald. soon  Joined  It  was  a great  ploy  and 
they  parted  on  friendly  terras  for  the 
time  being 

But  it  mas  for  domlelUary  purposes 
that  Islands  were  moat  highly  esteemed, 
and  m the  canturlas  which  are  past,  many

manxK'tu  have  flourished  and  decayed  on 
the  islands  of  Loch  Awe.  Ttxiay  all  Uie 
castJrs  and  other  building.^,  except  those 
on  Innlslryiiich  and  Inms  Chonam.  are 
either  picturesque  rums  or  pathetic  heaps 
of  stones. 

The  black  Mac^rlhurs  of  lunlslrymch. 
whose  chiefs  were’  the  Barons  of  Loch 
Odha.  were  at  one  um«  the  must  power- 
ful clan  m the  duirlct  and  occupied  tef- 
ntory  from  Glen  Slrae  to  Kames  on  the 
south  side  of  the  loch,  and  part  of  Uie 
north  side  at  Ardanaiseig.  They  were 
quite  distinct  from  the  MacArthur 
Campbells  of  Btrachur.  and  claimed  to  be 
the  oldest  clan  In  the  Highlands.  The 
present  Laird  of  Barbreck  is  the  only 
member  of  this  old  Highland  family  who 
now  owns  any  territory  on  Loch  Awe  side 


St.  Conan's  Church 
''T^HE  Hon  Mrs  Laurence  Melhven- 
•I  Campbell,  daughter  of  a former  Lord 
Blythswood.  is  the  owner  and  occupier  of 
the  fine  Highland  residence  on  Innu 
Chonaln  The  adjoining  kirk  of  6t.  Conan, 
which  Is  so  beautifully  situated  on  the 
shore  of  Loch  Awe.  has  been  gradually 
moving  towards  completion  during  the 
last  half  century.  It  was  the  life  work  of 
the*late  Hon  Walter  Campbell,  close  rela- 
tive of  the  bearer  of  the  blythswood  title, 
who  accumulated  material  from  all  parts 
of  the  world,  part  of  a stone  arch  from 
the  old  church  in  Iona,  a wonderful  model 
of  a galleon  from  Spain,  oak  beams  from 
the  old  battleship  Caledonia,  etc.,  have 
been  eflertlvely  used  In  the  structure  and 
furnl.shlng  of  the  church  The  architec- 
ture Is  in  a variety  of  styles  which  have 
b^rn  blended  together  to  produce  a har- 
monious and  beautiful  whole  A recent 
L4)rd  Blythxwood's  remains  rest  beneath 
the  church.  Part  of  the  we.xt  wall  was 
taken  out  to  give  access  to  tiie  vault  and 
was  replaced  after  the  interment 

Two  castles  have  been  erected  on  this 
island  of  romance  named  Innls  Chonaln. 
According  lo  tradition  Alexander  III  pad 
the  first  castle  erected  In  A.D.  1387.  Sir 
Gilchrist  MacNaughton  of  Dundaramh 
was  appointed  perpetual  Castellan  and 
the  island  and  castle  were  gifted  to  him, 
on  rondlUon  that  he  would  suitably  en- 
tertain the  king  of  Scotland  should  he 
ever  pass  that  way  In  1508  Alexander 
MacNaughton  erected  the  second  castle, 
the  ruins  of  which  ntnv  remain.  The  de- 
votion of  the  elan  to  Charles  I led  to  the 
forfeiture  of  their  possessions  Later  their 
chief  was  knighted  and  granted  a liberal 
pension  by  Charles  II.  and  their  posses- 
sions in  a large  measure  restored  But 
Fraoch  Eilean  never  had  the  honor  of 
entertaining  a king 

Inishail 

}^OR  centuries  past  poets  and  authors 
have  praised  the  beauty  and  gran- 
deur of  the  northeast  end  of  Loch  Awe. 
and  many  eminent  arUsls  have  endea- 
vored to  commit  to  canvas  some  of  its 
outstanding  glories  Perhaps  the  supreme 
feature  of  this  fair  scene  was  the  Island 
called  Inlshall  The  Island  used  to  be  at 
Its  loveliest  In  Springtime,  when  the  wild 
hyacinths  covered  It  with  a carpet  t*f 
cerulean  blue  Someone  has  described  It 
"as  though  a part  of  the  sky  had  fallen 
and  rested  on  Uie  bosom  of  the  loch  But 
the  glory  has  departed  from  Inl.xhall. 
Twenty  years  ago  trees  were  planted,  and 
today  a featureless  huddle  rovers  most  of 
the  island  Including  the  site  of  the  nun- 
nery Natives  and  visitors  alike  mourn 
the  disappearance  of  a beauty  spot,  and 
the  relatives  of  the  dead  are  Indignant 
at  the  hateful  transformation.  Loral  tra- 
dition claims  that  the  Scottish  Stone  of 
Destiny  WO.X  placed  for  aafe-ke*plng  with 
the  Clsierclan  nuns  on  Inlshall  while  the 
Piets  snd  Srnu  struggled  for  supremary 
The  Stone  was  taken  to  Scone  for  the 
coronation  of  Kenneth  MacAlpm 

A cross  used  to  stand  at  the  summit  of 
the  road  from  Inverary  to  Cladlch  where 
the  devout  were  wont  to  kneel  on  coming 
m light  of  the  sacred  green  Ule 

Grcjf  Highlanders 

Two.gmt  Righlanderg  Donnachadh 
Ban  MacIntyre  and  Nell  Munro  have 
monuments  ereclod  to  their  memory  on 
tyKhawedde  That  to  the  former  U about 
two  miles  southwe.«t  of  DalmaUy.  In  full 
view  of  his  beloved  Belnn  Doraln.  and 
that  lo  the  latter  la  quite  near  to  Ac- 


curuach,  the  farm  where  he  was  been 
and  where  he  spent  hu  childhood.  The 
view  from  both  moiiumeiila  is  superb. 

The  derelict  piers  at  Portsonachan  and 
Taychreggan  are  a reproach  lo  Locha- 
weside.  and  (he  consequent  difficulty  ui 
visiting  some  of  its  most  Interesting  lo- 
calities u greatly  to  be  regretted.  Kil- 
chrenan,  one  of  the  loveliest  clachans  in 
the  Highlands  u now  practically  inacces- 
sible from  other  places  on  the  lochside. 
And  KUchrenon  U well  worth  a visit  apart 
from  Its  beauty  The  last  of  the  MacCal- 
mans  of  Drissalg  Is  buried  here  It  was  on 
Dnssaig  territory  that  the  bloody  battle 
between  Macdougall  of  Lome  and  Cailean 
Mnr  WM  fought.  Cailean  Mnr  was  slam 
and  hii  body  lic»  in  Kilchrenan  klrkyard. 

The  Campbell  War  Cry 

From  Innu  Chonell  to  Ford  the  scen- 
ery loses  some  of  its  majestic  char- 
acter. and  assumes  an  "elfin”  aspect.  1 
know  nothing  like  It  anywhere  In  Scot- 
land except  perhaps  Loch  Ellt  In  Inver- 
ness-shire But  there  the  glamour  of  the 
scene  U somewhat  marred  by  the  railway 
which  runs  close  to  Uie  lochside  No  such 
disturbing  clement  exists  In  this  part  of 
Loch  Awe.  Tlie  little  trce-cla^  Islands  are 
so  near  to  water  level  that  they  re.xemble 
tufU  of  tree  ferns  growing  In  the  loch. 
The  stern  aspect  of  the  great  hllU  to  the 
northeast  u softened  by  distance  and  a 
feeling  of  peace  and  remoteness  steals 
over  one 

Innls  Chonell  Is  entirely  occupied  by  lU 
castle  except  for  a narrow  rtKky  frln  e all 
round  and  a small  patch  of  green  at  the 
northeast  end.  The  castle  dates  bark  to 
the  twelfth  century  and  was  Campbell 
properly. 

One  of  the  many  lrgcnd.s  regarding  the 
origin  of  the  Campbell  war-cry  Is  as  fol- 
lows A sister  of  the  chief  returning  from 
s vi.vlt  to  Loch  Nell,  arrived  at  Dalavlch 
with  a few  attendants  on  a wild  stormy 
night.  They  wers  assailed  by  a band  of 
s hostile  clan  and  shouted  acmes  the  loch 
for  help.  The  cry  was  heard  and  reported 
to  the  chief  who  sceptically  remarked, 
"it's  a far  cry  to  Loch  Odha."  Again  the 
cry  wax  heard,  boats  were  launched,  the 
lady  rescued,  and.  of  course,  summary 
Justice  meted  out  to  the  attackers  From 
then  "It's  a far  cry  to  Loch  Awe”  became 
the  war-cry  of  Clan  Campbell 
Ardchonell  lx  the  tmjal  satisfying  Island

part  of  the  building.  The  battlements 
must  be  regarded  as  one  of  Loch  Awe's 
famous  viewpoints. 

At  Port-in-Sherrich  the  old  ule  of  the 
deserted  village  Is  repeated.

"For  the  hills  Us  clear  were  made  fur  deer 
and  not  for  men  or  sheep" 

Fmcharn  Castle,  at  the  head  of  the 
loch,  is  mainly  inteiesUtig  from  the  (act 
that  It  was  a MacDonald  stronghold  in 
Campbell  country 

Killsnure  Church 

SOUTH  of  Fmcharn  CasUe  on  the  hill- 
side may  be  seen  the  ancient  walls 
of  KilUnure  Church,  Though  first  men- 
tioned In  the  Argyll  Charters  in  1394  Ihf 
original  church  u said  to  have  been 
erected  many  years  earlier.  In  the  lor- 
gotten  and  neglected  churchyard  adjom- 
tng.  some  of  the  tombstones  are  so  old 
and  sunken  that  only  their  tops  are  show- 
Uig  above  ground.  Others,  lying  flat.  sUU 
show  traces  of  Intricate  and  elegant  carv- 
ing of  birds,  animals,  trees,  etc.  (resem- 
bling those  in  Kilchrenan  church/ard) 
said  to  be  examples  of  early  Celtic  sculp- 
ture 

Many  Highland  legends  are  gloomy. 
Some  laud  deeds  of  violence,  others  wring 
our  hearUtnngs  with  Ules  of  unrequited 
love,  so  it  Is  w’lth  pleasure  Uiat  1 can  dost 
with  a Ule  of  a lighter  kind 
Red  Peter,  the  tailor,  flouted  the  Idea 
that  Klllanure  churchyard  was  haunted, 
and  being  a brave  man  'when  he  had  a 
dram  i look  on  a bet  with  a crony  that  h« 
would  make  a pair  of  trews  In  Uie  church- 
yard at  night  "If  there  was  a wer  bit  of  a 
moon  '■  He  had  only  been  sewing  oomt 
minutes  when  one  of  the  flat  tombstones 
rose  on  lu  edge  and  a skeleton  hand  ap- 
peared 

"Do  you  see  this  hand,  tal^>r^ " a voict 
whispered  from  the  grave 
Peter  made  no  reply,  but  his  stitches 
became  bigger  and  faster.  A skull  and 
shoulders  appeared  out  of  the  grave  In 
a louder  wiyxper  came  the  words; 

"Do  you  see  this  skull,  tailor?'' 

"1  see  that  snd  I will  sew  thu.”  said 
Pcler 

At  last  the  whole  skeleton  was  out  of 
the  grave  and  stood  splay-footed  and  gib- 
bering. 

Are  you  not  afraid.  Ullor?'*  came  a 
whisper  from  the  krave 
The  whisky  he  hod  inbibed  was  begin- 
ning to  die  in  Peter,  but  he  summoned  up 
courage  to  shout 

"I  wax  never  afraid  of  a strong  living 
man  and  1 am  not  going  to  stop  my  Job 
frjr  t spagachd  doll  like  you  " 

This  so  enraged  the  drvU  that  he  shot 
not  of  the  grave  and  made  at  Peter  with 
a roar  of  rage  peter  dropped  his  trews 
and  fled  for  the  sanctuary  of  the  church 
which  he  reached  Just  In  Ume  to  exespe 
the  devil's  claws

ONDON — Schemes  for  feeding  Lon- 
don m the  event  of  Invasion  or 
' heavy  Winter  raids  are  now  com- 
plete Britain  has  100  "shadow " larders, 
capable  of  feeding  the  nineteen  areas  into 
which  the  country  has  been  divided; 
thirty  of  these  are  m London. 

They  are  self-supporting  and  not  de- 
pendent on  outside  transport  and  have 
been  established  so  that  storks  of  food  can 
be  widely  distributed 

In  addlUon.  "mutual  aosislance  pacts' 
have  been  arranged  between  retail  Uaderx. 
on  that  If  one  shop  ts  pul  out  of  action, 
a nflghboring  nhopkeeper  will  lake  over 
the  ruxtomeni 

Emergency  shopping  centres  have  been 
selected.  In  case  whole  shopping  centres 
should  be  destroyed,  and  there  will  aloo 
be  travelling  motor  xhops 
There  are  now  twenty-lwo  Queen's  Mes- 
senger Frjod  convoys,  which  can  be  called 
out  at  a moment's  notice  These  form 
(he  Arsi-  line  of  defence  after  a heavy 
raid  The  secund  line  is  composed  of  Brit- 
ish restaurants,  which  are  centres  not 
only  for  feeding  but  for  cooking  TTie 
third  line  consists  of  emergency  meal  cen- 
tres fitted  up  In  halls  and  arhools  In  the 
outskirts  of  every  town  with  a population 
of  more  than  80.000 

The  London  County  Council  has  worked 
out  a gigantic  communal  feeding  scheme 
If  It  Is  ever  put  into  action  dukes  and 
dustmen,  peers  and  paper  boys  may  lunch 
together  in  the  mogt  exclusive  London 
clubs 

Every  public  feeding  place  In  London, 
from  coffee  stall  to  --“lety  restaurant,  hst 
been  listed  In  the  event  of  emergency, 
raw  ffxtd  would  be  taken  lo  theoe  res- 
taurants and  clubs  and  ••.oked  during 
hour*  that  would  not  interfere  with  nor- 
mal business  The  hot  food  would  then 
be  taken  away  in  mobile  canteens  for  use 
where  the  need  4ros  greatest 

The  moat  famous  cooks  have  been  given 
detailed  instructions  on  how  to  make,  (ov 
Instance  a standard  aoup  Thus,  in  an 
eiheftehry  ho  Ume  wbuld  be  wasted 
The  kitchen  capacJty  of  big  West  End 
clubs  and  restaurants  is  tremendrma 
Some  reauarantj.  in  pre-war  days,  aerved 
up  fiD  2jno  five-course  dlr.ners  In  ooe  eve- 


rung  Tkaae  may  now  be  required  (o  serve 
the  same  thick  soup  and  hot  stew  meal 
for  a few  pence  that  Is  meted  out  In  hum- 
ble city  cafeterias 

It  Is  calculated  that,  if  the  full  scheme 
Is  put  Into  force,  3.50  000  meals  eould  be 
•erved  st  short  notice 
In  addition,  the  London  County  Coun- 
cil now  has  300  rest  centres  for  bombed- 
oDl  people  Each  centre  aecommrxlates 
between  150  and  300  people  Entertain- 
ment Is  provided  ss  well  as  food  and  bed- 
ding The  rest  centre  aervicc  will  cost 
the  Council  abrmt  85.000,000  this  year 
Seven  women  have  formed  themselves 
Into  a fleld'kUrhen  building  team  to  ax- 
sixt  the  housewives  of  Ixmdon  They  have 
trained  under  field-kitchen  experts  of  the 
Army  School  of  Cookery  and  are  concen- 
trating on  four  different  types  of  out- 
door cooking  stoves. 

Each  takes  betwen  one  and  one-half 
and  four  hours  to  construct;  the  larger 
models  are  for  emergency  cooking  for 
communal  feeding  centres,  the  small 
stoves  are  for  Individual  housewives.  It 
Is  hoped  that  each  London  street  will  have 
at  least  one  of  these  backyard  model* 

The  first  model  a preued-earlh 
moulded  oven,  needs  a ton  of  earth,  a 
mould  and  a water  tank,  a piece  of  stove 
piping  for  the  chimney,  twelve  bricks  and 
two  buckets  of  water.  The  second  model 
Is  similar,  egrepi  that  It  has  a brick  oven, 
requiring  150  bricks  and  a four-foot 
mound  of  earth  The  third  model,  a large 
boiler  for  heating  water  or  soup,  is  made 
With  a met4i  sheet.  150  tarlcka.  a piare  of 
piping,  a fire  grid  and  a four-foot  mass 
of  soli  The  fourth  model,  the  "back- 
yarder' pattern  for  housewife  or  street, 
requires  100  bricka.  a piece  of  meiaJ 
sheeting,  a length  of  piping  and  two  Iron 
bars

Yesterday  we  had  deep  blue 
Aky  and  warm  sun  alternately  with  great 
ihaases  of  dark  cloud  and  some  ahowera 
Today  Uie  whole  sky  has  been  covered 
with  horizontal  masses  of  of  grey  vapor 
through  which  the  sun  'struggled  wealtly 
all  forenoon.  In  the  afternoon  a light 
wind  came  from  the  south  or  southeast. 
It  was  a good  day  for  a stroU,  so  after 
lunch  I embarked  on  the  Lake  Hilt  bus 
and  was  thus  carried  as  far  as  Union 
Avenue,  a Uioroughfare  entirely  new  to 
me  It  runs  through  the  old  R.  M. 
Palmer  orchard  where  the  pear  trees  still 
ataud  hale,  hearty  and  fruitful.  Over  to 
the  right  is  a UUle  bit  of  the  old  woods 
through  which  used  to  wind  a rude  trail 
from  Cloverdale  Farm  to  Mt.  Tolmle 
School  and  along  which  some  of  Use  first 
flowers  of  Spring  were  wont  to  appear — 
fawn  lilies  and  satin  fl<iwers.  blue-eyed 
Maries  and  milkmaids.  Now  cottages  and 
gardens  are  everywhere. 

Union  Avenue  passes  by  a turn  to  the 
left  Into  Blenkinsop  ftoad:  ui  a simpler 
sge  we  railed  It  the  New  Road,  which  It 
literally  was  a little  less  than  forty  years 
ago.  and  a very  du.sty  one  at  that  ttTiat 
the  maps  call  Blenkhisop  Lake  we  knew, 
and  old-timers  still  know,  as  Lost  Lake. 
As  I turn  down  the  old  New  Rood  the 
Braefoot  estate  is  on  the  right  and  on  the 
left  a piece  of  the  original  forest  that  has 
so  far  resisted  mi>dermty.  Tl  coriiista 
chiefly  of  balsam  Ars.  a sure  sign  of  muist 
soil,  but  there  are  Douglas  Ars  near  by. 
and  even  Garry  oaks  On  both  sides  of 
the  road  as  you  go  further  on  you  have  a 
capital  opportunity  of  seeing  our  native 
trees  and  ahruba.  the  latter  especially 
in  great  variety.  It  would  be  hard  per- 
haps to  get  a better  place  to  make 
acquaintance  with  them 

Hips  and  Haws 

Here  la  the  native  thorn,  sometlmea 
called  the  black  thorn,  not  because 
of  lU  relation  to  the  material  of  an  Irish 
aliitlelagh,  but  because  unlike  the  Eu- 
ropean thorns  ours  has  black  fruit  or 
haws  instead  of  red.  It  Is  a coarser  spe- 
cies with  quite  formidable  Uiorns.  And 
as  hips  are  asaociated  popularly  with 
haws,  to  here  we  have  busJies  red  with 
the  trull  of  the  rose,  but  you  will  notice 
that  the  hips  are  small  and  in  bunches. 
They  are  the  fruits  of  Rosa  plsocarpa, 
the  pea-fruited  or  cluster  wild  rose.  The 
Nootka  ruse  which  tfluoms  hrsl  has  larger 
flowers  and  larger  hips  which  are  not  so 
conspicuously  clu.itered.  we  shall  see  Its 
fruit  when  we  get  on  higher  ground. 
While  your  mind  Is  on  these  small  fruits, 
notice  the  shining  black  berries  of  the 
native  buckthorn  or  casrara  aegrada.  It 
U seen  at  Its  best  along  here,  not  a spind- 
ly tree  as  in  the  heart  of  the  woods,  but 
a strong,  vigorous,  many-stemed  shrub. 
It  IS  one  of  our  natives  not  st  all  likely  to 
become  extinct  If  given  half  a chance, 
and  It  la  just  as  happy  when  planted  out 
by  man  The  anowbrrry  bushes  are  white 
with  fruit,  sometiines  it  is  known  as  wsx- 
berry.  It  is  related  closely  to  the  honey- 
suckles of  which  our  local  busli  species 
occurs  here,  ihe  black  twin-berry,  socailrd 
from  the  inten.iely  black  and  Ahining 
fruits  reposing  m the  heart  of  the  red 
bracts.  The  flowers  are  yellow  and  in 
pairs.  But  I And  neither  fruit  nor  flower 
on  the  bushes  today.  Bo.  loo.  on  the  bird- 
cherry  or  usoberry  the  little  plum -like 
frulta  are  g<me.  as  they  are  on  the  com- 
mon wild  cherry  and  on  the  saskatoon.  A 
bush  of  the  last  actually  has  a cluster  of 
snowy  flowers  un  the  summit  of  a stem, 
a very  unusual  sight  at  this  sess>jn. 

Thu  absence  of  fruit  u made  up  for 
by  the  leaves  which  are  still  green  and 
give  easy  klentiflcatlon  of  their  owners, 
even  where  no  sign  of  the  flowering  psrts 
is  to  be  seen  Thus  you  pick  out  quite 
easily  the  thriving  mock-orange  so  often 
erroneously  called  ‘'syrlnga."  a name  that 
belongs  to  our  familiar  Iliac,  a plant  of 
quite  a different  family.  U does  not  bear 
Juicy  frulU.  Instead  It  has  dry  capsules 
composed  of  three,  four  or  five  cells, 
usually  four.  Near  by  tlie  dark  grey- 
brown  plumes  of  Uie  withered  ocean- 
spray  ^nw  us  where  it  displayed  its 
creamy-white  flowers  at  midsummer,  and 
there  are  Uie  redder  brown  clusters  of  the 
hardback  that  once  were  rosy  pink  In 
gradaUons  nf  shade. 

Here  are  Utile  bush  trees  loaded  with 
ova)  frulta  of  a dull  yellowish  red  and 
siighUjF transparent  These  are  the  wild 
crab  apples.  greaUy  valued  at  the  proper 
time  by  the  birds  and  at  one  Ume  thought 
highly  of  by  thrifty  houaewlvea  for  JtUy- 
maklng  The  apples  hang  In  bunchea 
like  ehcrrlea  and  in  Ihe  flowering  saaaon 
the  flattlsh  flower  clustera  of  a white 
falnUy  tinted  with  primrose  like  our  wild 
rhododendron  of  the  mountains  are 
among  the  sweetest  sights  and  scFnU  of 
the  eountryslde. 

Among  the  Willows 

I HAVE  always  found  the  willows  along 
this  part  of  the  road  exceedingly  at- 
trarUve  In  the  old  day*~l  mean  Uie 
pre-motor  ones  when  macadamized  roads 
were  the  best  of  hlghwa:  ~ -t  used  to 
eomt  down  here  through  the  old  farm 
then  rented  by  my  dear  old  friend  Henry 
King,  and  gase  with  admiration  on  the 
beautiful  black  w'llowi  that  then  were 
as  conspicuous  as  now.  These  are  the 
willows  with  long  slender  leaves  that  you 
And  growing  In  wet  or  moist  places,  along 
slrtams,  dllchea.  and  the  margins  of 
swampy  land,  and  which  In  their  season, 
later  than  others  of  their  genus,  bear 
long,  elender.  goWen  yellow  catkins  When 
well-*'*own  they  have  tha  form  of  a small 


Uisped  at  Uie  base.  The  upper  side  Is  suppose  judging  by  past  experience  that 


most  : w lie.  wt  the  mid-rib 

yellow. 

Closely  related  to  the  wUlows  above 
which  they  lower  as  forest  trees  arc  the 
cottonwoods  They  are  sometimes  con- 
fused with  the  baJm-of-Olleads  or  balsam 
poplars,  which  art  nearly  allied  and 
which  they  resemble  in  the  aromaUc 
scent  they  emit  in  Spring  and  early  Sum- 
mer from  their  gummy  secretion.  As  1 
pass  them  by  the  breeze  ruffles  iheir  large 
leaves  and  they  quiver  In  the  wind  and 
the  silvery  under  sides  come  into  view, 
so  that  their  movements  are  In  every  way 
aUracUve  and  striking.  Quaking  caused 
by  the  peculiar  flattening  of  the  leaf- 
stalks at  right  angles  to  the  plane  of  the 
leaf  IS  found  in  most  species  of  poplar, 
but  Is  most  strongly  marked  in  the  aspen 
poplar,  for  which  reason  the  European 
species  Is  called  speciflcally  ' Iremula"  and 
ours  ‘ iremuloides.  * for  both  are  trembling 
aspens. 

Passing  along  where  the  wayside  trees 
in  places  bend  over  towards  me  middle  of 
the  road  it  Is  InleresUng  to  note  an  old- 
fashioned  agricultural  mark.  The  branches 
are  hung  with  stalks  and  heads  of  ripened 
oAts  Just  as  you  might  have  seen  them 
half  a century  ago  or  more  when  the  slow- 
moving  teams  hauled  home  the  harvested 
crop.  Even  now  when  the  engine  has  re- 
placed the  horse  the  roadside  trees  and 
hedges  take  their  rural  toll  of  the  pasting 
load  of  grain  or  hay  and  decorate  them- 
selves for  harvest-home 

The  arching  of  the  trees  and  hedges  re- 
mmds  me  how  great  has  been  the  growth 
of  these  during  the  years.  When  1 first 
walked  or  drove  along  the  New  Road  and 
many  years  afterwards  the  fences  on  each 
side  were  plainly  visible  vdth  the  fields  be- 
yond. but  now  Nature  has  developed  her 
hedges  to  such  a rise  vertical  and  horizon- 
tal that  the  posts  and  everything  are  out 
of  sight  and  In  places  a young  forast  has 
grown  up  It  adds  much  of  course  to  the 
picturesqueness  of  the  eountryslde.  but  I 


the  mid-rib 


tree  with  a feathery  crown  of  foliage  and 
with  a corrugated  bark.  It  was  to  me  In 
Uiose  days  a novelty,  as  I had  never  come 
across  a willow  like  H on  the  prairies, 
and  with  its  slender  and  graceful  trunk 
and  lU  long  tapering  leaves  it  seems  to 
me  still  one  of  the  most  picturesque 
forms  in  landscape  where  It  occurs. 

Another  of  quite  diflerent  habit  m the 
Hooker  willow,  whose  large  eotnewhat  ob- 


long leaves,  pointed  above  and  rounded 
below,  are  lined  with  a while  velvet  that 
often  turns  yellowish  with  age.  Usually 
this  willow  Is  shrubby  in  appearance,  the 
stems  spreading  from  a common  base, 
but  St  times  it  reaches  the  size  of  a small 
tree.  But  the  willow  I am  looking  out  for 
today  particularly  Is  the  Mackenate  or 
cordate  or  heart-leaved  willow.  Some 
botanists  make  two  species,  Mackennana 


and  curdata.  but  Budworth  makes  only 
one  and  calls  It  Salix  cordata  mackenzl- 
ana.  It  Is  a a'llluw,  not  easily  confound- 
ed with  any  other,  although  Bud- 
worth  says  It  IS  “probably  not  now  dis- 
tinguished by  laymen  ' or  non-botanlcal 
persons.  Its  dark  red  stems  bear  rather 
small  leaves  whose  width  is  about  a third 
of  their  length  They  taper  quickly  to  a 
pomt  and  are  aeually  slightly  heart- 


Collecting  War  News  in  Western  Desert 
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UTHAT  wiUi  the  absence  of  eummu- 
nlcatlons  and  the  presence  of  the 
military  censors.  1 would  say  that 
the  war  In  the  Western  Desert  presents 
one  of  Ihe  most  difflcult  jobs  of  reporting 
which  the  correspondents  have  toad  in  the 
present  war  But  It  has  also  been  one 
of  the  most  exciting,  for  not  only  has  the 
British  Imperial  Army  in  that  desert  drme 
many  wonderful  things,  but  the  British 
war  correspondents  there  have  been  al- 
lowed a front-row  seat  and  they  have  seen 
everything  for  themselves  at  first-hand. 
My  colleague,  Desmtmd  Tighe.  of  Reuter's, 
went  charging  into  Tobruk  with  the  first 
Australians  to  take  that  town  Two  other 
colleagues.  Alan  Moorehead  and  Alexan- 
der Clifford,  with  one  of  the  War  Office 
photogiaphcrs,  got  so  far  ahead  with  Die 
Aaslralians  that  they  were  ambushed  by 
the  IlaUans  and  ware  hicky  to  aacape  with 
their  Uvas.  My  aollaaguas  out  there  have 
been  In  action  with  the  R A F..  have  bean 
aboard  our  warships  in  Uie  great  Mediter- 
ranean sea  battles,  and  have  been  bombed 
and  shelled  on  sirdromes  an‘d  un  coastal 
roads  all  over  Libya  Yes.  the  reporters 
of  thst  war  in  Uit  Western  Dasert  have 
certainly  seen  it  at  first-hand. 

The  axciting  part  of  It.  of  course,  began 
on  a sunny  Monday  morning  last  Decem- 
ber when  General  Wavell  suddenly  sum- 
munecl  all  the  war  correspondent!  in 
Cairo  to  his  headquarters  and  gave  them 
the  news  that  the  British  attack  had  be- 
imn  Leaning  against  hu  desk  with  his 
hands  in  hts  pockets.  General  Wavell  said- 
' Gentlemen.  I have  asked  you  here  to  tell 
you  that  our  forces  began  to  carry  out  an 
engHgemeni  against  the  Italian  armies  in 
the  Western  Desert  at  dawn  this  morning. 
Two  hours  ago  1 received  word  that  wt 
had  captured  an  Kalian  camp. 

You  can  Imagine  the  race  Utert  was 
among  the  correspondents  to  get  out  into 
the  desert  as  quickly  as  poMible.  We  all 
set  off  at  dawn  next  morning  in  five 
wagons  with  all  our  raUons  and  camp  kit. 
and  by  nightfall  the  same  evening  we  were 
In  the  middle  of  a sandstorm  half  way  to 
Mersa  Mslrah. 

We  had  to  camp  down  for  that  wight 
alongside  an  airdrome,  and  we  slept  as 
best  we  could  while  all  night  kmc  our 
bombers  were  eoumlng  over  our  tents  on 
their  way  to  -pornb  Mussolini's  army.  We 
puxhed  on  next  morning,  bumping  over 
sandy  de.sert  tracks,  and  we  saw  some 
more  of  the  R.A  F . because  about  every 
half  hour  or  so  a Hurricane  or  a Gladiator 
would  come  roaring  over  ns  *rhe  fighters 
were  on  patrol,  and  thf^  kept  up  that 
patrol  right  through  the  advance  Into 
Libya  with  such  effect  that  they  prac- 
Ucally  drove  the  Italian  air  force  out  of 
the  skies  On  all  the  occaalons  that  I vis- 
ited the  Western  Desert  I only  tsw  two 
Kallsn  bombera  and  they  were  scuttling 
away  to  aea  with  one  of  our  fighters  after 
them 

We  pushed  on  through  Mersa  Matnih. 
which  Is  a pretty  tittle  seaalde  resort 
where  Antony  and  Cleopatra  used  to 
spend  week-ends  together  and  where  our 
troops  now  bathe  when  they  art  having 
a respite  from  fighting.  We  aaked  our 
way  from  a sentry  on  potni  duty  tn  the 
middle  of  the  village  and  wt  found  that 
the  only  language  he  spoke  really  well  was 
German!  He  was  one  of  ttoc  many  Czeebe^ 


Slovak  volunteers  wko  art  out  in  that  part 
of  ibe  world.  We  went  on  across  the 
desert,  and  the  rough  traeka  gave  ws  sev- 
eral punctures  and  three  broken  back 
axles  before  we  were  Anally  able  to  catch 
up  with  our  Iront-line  army,  which  by 
that  time  had  got  somewhere  near  Uie 
Libyan  border  at  Solium 

Just  before  we  got  to  Solium,  we  met 
Che  first  lot  of  she  ISU.OOO  pnaoaers  who 
were  captured  during  that  campaign  As 
we  came  over  Ihe  brow  of  Uie  toil!  we  saw 
a great  eload  of  dast  ruung  m Ihe  dis- 
tance and  darkewing  the  pink  vaya  of  Uie 
setting  sun  It  was  a dust  etoud.  set  up 
the  feet  of  marching  saen.  and  as  we 
gut  nearer  we  saw  a long  marching  col- 
umn of  Itaiians  eommg  towards  at  in 
batches  of  two  or  three  hundred  at  a Ume, 
each  batch  guarded  by  only  a couple  of 
cheerful  cockney  privates  The  Kalians 
seemed  delighted  to  have  been  taken  pris- 
oner, apart  from  a few  real  I'aacist  party 
men.  Some  of  Uie  KaUaiis  who  were  me- 
chanlca  even  volunteered  to  repair  Uie 
lorries  and  armoured  cars  which  had  been 
captured  from  the  Italian  army  They 
sheerfuUy  explained.  You  see.  we  like 
doing  Uist  sort  of  work  and  it's  all  the 
same  to  us  who  we  do  K for  ’’  hi  another 
place  an  Kalian  colonel  was  discovered 
holding  hia  suitcase  all  ready  packed  with 
his  pyjamas  and  shaving  things,  walling 
to  be  taken  prisoner  when  the  British  sr- 
rived  At  one  of  the  Kalian  forts  in  the 
desert,  the  British  troops  sent  In  a mes- 
sage to  the  commander  summoning  him 
to  surrender.  The  commander  sent  bark 
a written  message  m which  he  wrote.  I 
am  an  Italian  officer,  therefore  I never 
surrender  “ But  the  messenger  who 
brought  the  note  added  to  the  British 
CO  . “All  Ihe  same,  the  commander  says 
U will  be  quite  all  SHtht  If  you  want  to 
eomc  toiride  " 

But  you  must  not  imagine  from  ail  Una 
that  our  troops  In  the  Western  De.vrt 
have  had  many  easy  time!  There  was  a 
lot  of  hard  fighting  to  be  done.  Ant 
auamat  the  Kalians  and  later  against  the 
Germans,  and  the  physical  condlUons  un- 
der which  our  army  out  there  is  living  are 
just  about  as  unpleasant  as  they  can  be. 
Life  In  the  desert  is  not  at  all  romantic, 
ft  M always  cither  much  too  hot  or  much 
too  cold.  There  arc  constant  sandstorms, 
which  fill  your  throat  and  eyes  and  lungs 
with  fine  yellow  dust,  and  above  all  there 
are  the  flies  Nobody  knows  Eherc  the 
flies  come  from,  but  the  fact  remains  that 
K a man  is  standing  all  alone  ki  the 
middle  of  a hundred  square  orilles  of  un- 
mkabited  desert  and  If  he  makes  himself 
a cup  of  tea  or  opens  a tin  of  bully  beef 
there  will  be  a swarm  of  files  around  and 
all  over  him  In  about  thirty  seconds  I 
am  sure  that  if  you  asked  that  gallant 
Brlttkh  garrison  who  have  been  fighting 
in  and  around  Tobruk  for  an  many  weeks 
past  whether  they  have  found  the  flies 
or  the  enemy  the  worst  pest,  they  would 
unbeaitaUngly  vote  for  the  flies. 

The  >ob  of  actually  eoUecUng  the  news 
ui  the  Wpslem  Desert  Is  a fairly  compli- 
cated one  Borne  of.tt  comes,  of  course, 
from  actions  which  the  correspondents 
have  been  able  to  see  for  themselves. 
Other  reports  sre  obtained  by  Interview- 
ing men  who  have  just  enme  back  from 
raids.  But  probably  the  moat  compre- 
henrive  reports  which  we  are  able  U>  get 
are  those  we  piece  together  from  the  In- 
formaUoQ  supplied  by  the  Intelllgenre 
Officers  attached  to  the  various  unita 
These  men  work  sp  near  the  front  In  all 
kinds  of  funny  plaeea  aomeUmes  in 
eaoMuflaged  tents  flapping  in  the  wind, 
and  aometimea  ki  radio-equipped  motor 


lorries  But  their  compbcaicd  maps  snd 
their  Intelligence  reports  are  usually  able 
to  give  the  war  correspondenu  a very  good 
picture  of  how  every  battle  Is  going 
Bo  from  all  these  different  sources  the 
correspondents  write  Uieir  accounts  of  the 
operations  tn  the  We.stem  Desert.  And 
then  their  real  troubles  begin.  Nut  only 
have  the  military  censors  to  be  appeased 
and  satisfied,  but  the  biggest  problem  of 
ail  remains— how  to  get  your  dispatch 
back  about  five  hundred  miles  to  the  cable 
oIBcm  in  Alexandria  or  Cairo.  I tried  all 
sorts  of  ways  myself.  Once  or  twice  I was 
lucky  enough  to  gel  a lift  from  an  RAF. 
plane  that  was  going  m my  direction.  At 
other  times  there  was  nothing  to  do  but 
make  the  long  Journey  back  in  our  own 
cars,  taking  turn.':  at  the  wheel  and  dru 
ing  day  and  mghi  in  relays 

Whtn  Dimbicry  Fell  Asleep 

IHilMEMBlGi  on  one  of  these  dariica  lo 
Alexandria  with  dispatches  from  the 
front  the  BBC's  own  Richard  Dimbteby 
was  at  the  wheel  of  a heavy  lorry  very  late 
one  night.  Suddenly  hr  fell  asleep  and  his 
Ujtry  crashed  through  the  parapet  of  a 
bridge  which  the  R^iyal  Engineers  hsd 
buUt  only  a few  hours  before.  You  should 
have  heard  what  Mw  army  said  to  the 
BBC.  that  night* 

The  last  ume  1 tame  back  Irom  the 
desert  myself.  I traveled  in  a hospital  ship 
wKirh  was  taking  Australian  and  Italian 
wounded  from  Bollum  to  Alexandria  The 
AuaUaUana  wers  in  fine  form,  but  the 
Italians  sat  around  the  deck  in  small  de- 
jected froups  and  they  hardly  even  talked 
to  one  another  As  we  got  near  to  port 
s UtUe  party  of  Kalians  came  and  leaned 
over  the  aide  of  the  ship  near  where  I was 
standing  and  pointed  to  the  beautiful 
white  skyline  of  Alexandria. 

“What  H Uiat  place  we  arr  going  to? ' 
aaked  one  of  them  who  spoke  a little  Eng- 
lish I told  him  11  w»u  Alexandria  He 
laughed  at  me  Oh.  no.'  he  said,  that 
can't  be  Alexandria  Why.  the  Kalian 
radio  told  «s  long  ago  that  our  Italian 
bombers  had  completely  destroyed  Alex- 
andria. It  must  be  somewhere  el  . 

Well,  half  an  hour  latei  m’e  were  ui 
Alexandria  and  my  Kalian  friend  was  rub- 
bing his  eyas  at  the  sight  of  that  majestic 
nty.  while  I m;-  elf  aas  dashing  off  the 
latest  dispatch  from  tiir  Western  Desert 
on  Reuter  I teieprlntar  to  Cairo.

Faith  Regained 

IN  these  days  very  many  people  wish  that 
they  eould  strengthen  or  regain  their 
religious  faith  They  were  brought  up  as 
Christians  and  at  no  time  have  repudi- 
ated the  Christian  creed  In  practice, 
however,  its  lignlflcancc  for  them  seems 
gradually  to  have  dwindled  until  It  has 
little  relation  with  Uielr  normal  thought 
and  conduct  They  are  vaguely  dubious 
whether  it  is  still  possible  to  credit  (he 
documents  which  form  its  basis,  and  they 
are  reluctant  to  accept  as  truth  anything 
which  cannot  be  fully  verifled  by  reason. 
Ii'et  they  recognize  the  hopelessness  of 
insUriaUsm  as  a workmg  creed  They  ad- 
mire the  Christian  ideal,  they  envy  those 
who  do  believe,  and  in  their  hearts  they 
wonder  wheUier  a return  to  the  simple 
confidence  they  oner  fell  is  now  impos- 
sible Yet  the  statement  tiiat  they  wlxh 
to  region  their  religious  faith  must  be 
modtfiea.  what  they  really  wish  is  to  find 
their  faith  regained  They  do  not  realize 
that  this  attitude  of  aspiration,  or  even 
of  willing  rccepUveneas,  cannot  bring 
about  the  fulfillment  of  their  hope.  A 
merely  pa.%.xtve  willingness  to  believe  leads 
nowhere.  It  la  by  an  active  will  to  believe 
that  faith  must  be  gained,  or  regained. 

Our  Lord  s Insiateoce  on  tills  truth  is 
evident  ttiroughout  the  Gospels  The  basts 
of  religion.  He  taught,  is  neither  feeling 
nor  Intellect,  but  will.  Emotion  in  a llm- 
tled  and  intellect  in  a oonstderable  degree 
cah  enrich,  strengthen,  and  Justify  faith 
at  a later  stugr  but  a definite  act  of  the 
will  must  be  Its  source  Christ  never  tried 
to  excite  His  hearers  into  dlaclpleehip  or 
to  marshal  arguments  toi  support  of  His 
claims  Quite  frankly.  He  depleted  dla- 
• tpleahip  as  a venture,  mvolving  struggle 
and  srlf-aacrlfloe  No  one  eo«kJ  be  forced 
into  making  it;  Uie  requisite  effort  of  use 
will  must  be  prepared  to  trust  aruj  to 
obey,  given  Uila  will  to  believe.  lU  prom- 
ised. taith  would  be  rewarded  in  due 
course  by  knowledge  and  understanding. 
He  who  resolutely  set  his  will  to  doing  the 
will  of  God  would  come  to  know  the  truth 
of  Die  doctrine,  would  discover  how  un- 
meaiurably  worth  while  his  venture  hod 
been.  Then,  as  faith  led  to  knowledge, 
knfiwledge  In  Its  turn  would  relnforre 
fslth.  Yet  always  the  will  to  believe  rmat 
come  first  slways  full  eonvlctlon  about 
the  truth  of  His  words  must  be  Uie  conse- 
quence. not  ihe  antecedent,  of  dlsrtpte- 
shlp. 

Burh  is  the  fact  which  needs  to  be  re- 
membered by  those  who  are  longing  in 
their  hearts  for  a return  to  faith  The 
way  to  be  sure  atKnit  Chiistlanlty  is  tn 
lead  the  Chrlstuin  life,  the  way  to  grow 
certain  about  the  power  of  prayer  is  to 
pray  The  wtll  to  believe  i-  the  exaeniiai 
first  etep.  This  principle  may  be  illus- 
trated by  a vivid  sentence  tn  the  wrlUngi 
of  Jeremiah.  The  penitent  Israelites,  ha 
declares,  'shall  Inquire  concerning  Zion 
with  Umr  fares  thitherward"  Nothing 
wiu  be  gamed  by  inquiring,  eoncaming  and 
arguing  about,  reilgion  unlasa  our  faces 
are  lumed  thitherward  But  for  those 
who  7U1  face  what  may  be  a long  and 
srduous  pligrlmage  the  promise  stands. 
Seek  and  ye  shsU  find."  certainly  will  be 
theira  at  the  last  — From  The  Timas

And  today  you  also  get 
sudden  glimpsu  of  pretty  htUe  soilages 
and  bungalows  with  their  gay  flower  beds, 
all  set  among  the  guardian  trees. 

Flowers  of  Autumn 

SEPTEMBER  has  not  many  vanettea  o^ 
wild  flowers  to  show  but  Uiera  are 
some  in  the  banks  of  the  ditchM  and  ui 
the  shadow  of  the  hedges.  Of  ttoeae  the 
first  place  must  be  given  to  the  wild  asters 
or  Michaelmas  daisies  of  which  two  species 
are  to  be  found  along  the  course  of  my 
ramble.  These  asters,  so  common  ui  our 
gardens,  are  characterlsUc  plants  of  this 
continent  whence  the  first  garden  species 
was  Introduced  Into  England  by  the  cele- 
brated John  Tradescant  In  IMS  and 
named  after  him  Astsr  tradescanlta.  The 
different  local  species  present  rather  a 
puaaUng  problem  to  the  boiamst,  they 
seem  to  run  into  each  other  slur  the 
manner  of  some  of  the  willows. 

a weU-knowa  Bwaamae  Itvwsr  ta  siril  Ut 
fail  bloom— tha  hairy  kedge-netUa  or 
dead-nettle.  Its  coarse  dark  green  leaves 
sre  enough  kke  the  true  nettle  of  aiing- 
ing  fame  to  make  many  people  wary  of 
touching  them,  but  us  purplish  red 
flowers  of  noticeable  smm  show  at  once 
that  It  IS  an  waUrely  different  plant.  It 
has,  however,  a very  strong  pungent  smell, 
unpltaaant  perhaps  to  many  people. 
There  are  five  Bntlah  speeles  of  the  same 
genua  Lamlurn.  and  one  of  these,  very 
common  along  the  ahady  banks  of  eoun- 
Iry  ditches  in  the  Old  Land,  haa  the  same 
strong  odor,  ao  that  I never  coma  acroas 
that  of  ours  without  recalling  in  particu- 
lar the  shady  roadsides  about  Lochwln- 
noch  in  Ayrshire,  where  I first  notiead  It 
as  a small  boy.  The  square  stems  as  well 
as  the  shape  of  the  flowers  shows  its 
memberihlp  in  the  mint  family. 

Though  both  are  inlruducad  plants  and 
claased  quite  properly  as  truublesoma 
weeds.  I cannot  forbear  mentioning  Uia 
so-cailcd  Canada  thistle  and  the  ao-called 
BcoU  thistle,  both  making  bright  touches 
of  color  thu  dull  day.  Tiie  first  Is  Uic 
creeping  plume  thistle  or  field  thistle  of 
the  BrlUah  Isles  and  moat  of  Europe  and 
A.>ua;  the  second  it  the  spear  Uiistle  native 
of  the  same  area  Why  the  field  IhlsUe 
IS  eallcd  “Canada  thistle’'  I cannot  say; 
M »»unds  kke  the  voice  of  same  farmer 
•outji  of  the  bitematlonal  Boundary  ex- 
pressing hts  dlallka  of  hla  northern  neigh- 
bor! by  naming  afler  Uiem  this  ' most 
troublesome  weed,  extremely  difficult  to 
eradicate  “ It  bears,  however,  very  pretty 
flower  heads,  attractive  to  the  honey  bees 
and  possessed  of  a sweet  scent  The  triia 
BrotUsh  IhlsUe  thought  by  anme  to  be  tha 
•otton  thistle.  Onopordum  acanlhium. 
which  Is  aot  a weed,  bul  is  sometimes 
grown  here  by  my  countrymen  in  gardens 
and  may  thus  be  found  as  s garden  escape. 
K is  aot  a aaUve  of  Beotland  but  came 
to  Great  Britain  from  she  MedlterraaaaD 
rsfiioa.  Its  aohtary  dark  pwrpie  Rower- 
head  iwrrowadsd  by  aa  munaely  prickly 
Mvolucrc  of  spreading  spins-polnted 
bracts  makss  K a good  swaosplineatioa  of 
the  motto  Nemo  me  MOpane  Imreasil  mo 
nnt  provokes  mv  with  Mnpanityi.

nlRht  we  have  been  lollowing  the  battle 
o(  Smolensk  The  battle  is  raging  there 
because  the  Germans  are  making  their 
fiercest  thrust  between  the  rivers  There's 
a kind  of  avenue,  a kind  of  duck-walk  of 
dry  land  between  the  two  sets  of  rivers;

£ Russia  when  you  are  In  one  of  the 
theatres  m Moscow.  When  I was 
there  I always  used  to  find  the  audience 
as  Interesting  as  what  was  happening  on 
the  stage.  You  would  look  along  a row  of 
aeaU,  and  there  would  be  two  men  silting 
with  flat  yellow  faces  rather  like 
Eskimos  and  lliey  would  have  great 
beaverskin  coats  over  their  shoulders. 
They  were  men  from  the  Far  North  of 
Stberla.  Two  men  like  that  told  me  one 
day.  in  the  Interval,  how  they  had  got  to 
Moacow , they  had  traveled  for  (our  days 
from  the  Arctic  Ocean  up  the  River 
Yenisei,  and  then  they  had  traveled 
another  four  days  on  the  Trans-Siberian 
Railway,  across  the  Urals,  across  the  Volga, 
and  so  to  Moscow.

And  so  the  rivers,  the  lakes,  the  forests, 
all  help  the  defenders  Of  course,  most  of 
Russia  Is  stlU  flat,  rolling  plain  It's  the 
kind  of  country  that  German  tank  com- 
manders have  dreamed  about  for  ytars, 
and  unless  the  Ru.ulan  army  had  had  Its 
tanks  and  guns  In  great  numbers  the 
German  dream  would  have  been  fulfilled 
and  the  Germans  would  have  been  In 
Moscow  by  now.  Russian  tanks  and  Rus- 
sian bravery  have  barred  the  way,  tor  the 
Russians  are  a brave  people  That  great 
plain  of  Russia  produces  its  own  type  of 
people,  Its  own  cast  of  mind  When  you 
are  In  the  plain,  living  there,  you  see 
nothing  all  around  you  but  the  rolling 
waves  of  wheat  and  rye:  and  the  few  vil- 
lages which  you  see  afar  off  look  like  the 
forgotten  hulks  of  ships  in  the  middle  of 
a sea  There’s  a baking  heat  in  Summer, 
and  In  WinUr  there's  a kind  of  slumber- 
ing deadness  under  the  great  blankets  of 
snow  You  have  to  be  strong  to  live  there 
at  all.

from  any  angle  they  choose  No.  Russia, 
though  flat,  has  her  great  natural  barriers. 

First,  there  are  the  great  rivers  of  Rus- 
sia Host  of  the  rivers  rl.*>e  In  swampy 
ground,  roughly  In  the  Moscow  region— 
which  means  that  Moscow  Is  well  de- 
fended in  that  way.  and  then,  after 
wandering  about  rather  weakly,  half  of 
ts>e  Mvers  go  north  So  the  Baltic  Sea.  and 
the  other  half,  the  larger  rivers,  turn 
south  and  go  In  parallel  lines  down  to  the 
Meek  Bea  and  the  Caspian  Sea 

Sweetan  Ufv  began  on  these  rivers,  and 
they  are  stiU  hfe-ilnee  for  Russia,  carry- 
tsvg  s good  deal  of  trade  and  countless 
passengers,  usually  peamnis.  I have  seen

And  when  you  live  there  you  develop 
a feeling  for  the  mysterious  great- 
ness of  Russia,  and  a sense  of  the  little- 
ness of  human  Ufe,  and  It's  in  that  spirit 
that  the  Russians  fight.  Napoleon  saw  it 
with  amazement.  "These  Russians,”  he 
Aaid.  "stand  and  fight  and.  if  need  be.  let 
themselves  be  killed  like  automata" 
Mindenburg  and  Ludendurff  said  the  same 
thing  In  the  last  war  The  Germans  say 
It  now.  Of  course,  they  try  to  say  that 
the  bravery  Is  due  to  propaganda,  but 
they  begin  to  realize  that  It’s  Ruavta,  the 
loughnefu  that  Is  bred  from  a tough  life 
S(^  far,  la  spite  of  all  their  efforts,  the 
Germans  have  not  been  able  to  reach  any 
of  the  Russian  Industrial  areas  The  main 
factorls.1  and  mines  are  around  Lenin- 
grad. around  Moscow  and  in  the  Eastern 
Ukraine-  away  behind  Kiev  These  areas 
are  the  chief  German  targets  But  we 
ought  to  remember  that  the  Russians  have 
been  developing  a new  industrial  area 
away  back  beyond  the  Volga,  among  the 
Ural  Mountains,  and  beyond  the  Urals  In 
Aiberla  and  Central  Asia  There  are  place 
names  which  even  Russians  hardly  knew 
a few  years  ago  and  which  foreigners  did 
rot  know  at  all.  Magnitogorsk.  Chelya-

She  remembers  crowds;  panic,  the  terror 
of  knowing  Uiat  you  must  hurry,  hurry, 
the  t(»nse  waiting  for  trains  She  was 
hungry  and  111.  she  grew  too  weak  to 
carry  her  share  of  the  luggage  and  cried 
with  shame

their  people  came  (n>m  Dorset,  or  Devon, 
or  the  Vale  of  Evesham,  (tr  the  Vork5htre 
dales,  or  wherever  it  may  have  been 

So  you  might  expect  that  an  English 
village  today  would  give  you  a misrocoMU 
of  the  EngU&b  at  war— and  that  it  does 
It  shows  you  a kindly,  cultured,  civilised 
cummonity  carrying  on  lU  normal  life 
with  Increased  intensity,  with  an  immense 
war  effort  superimposed  on  it  And  the 
atmosphere  Is  one  of  cheerful  businesa 
The  cheerfulness  Is  quite  as  noticeable  as 
the  bu.vine.u,  too,  which  In  view  of  the 
clrcum.vtances  Is  somewhat  remarkable. 

Take  the  case  of  the  front-Une  village 
which  we  have  Uluslraled.  The  normal 
population  is  about  900  Over  sixty  of  the 
men  are  serving  In  the  Armed  Forces.  The 
Village  Is  ten  or  fifteen  minutes'  flying 
t'me  from  German  - occupied  airdromes, 
and  much  of  the  Battle  of  Britain  was 
(ought  In  the  skies  above  It  It  has  been 
bombed:  bombed  deliberately,  bombed  in- 
d'scrlmlnately.  bombed  by  accident.  The 
fields  and  woodlands  of  one  small  farm 
have  been  pitted  by  over  eighty  craters. 
Cottages  have  been  showered  milh  m- 
rendtartes  Planes  have  crashed.  Nsxls 
have  baled  out  overhead,  and- -last  but 
not  least  of  the  Interruptions— the  whole 
district  has  been  inundated  with  troops, 
and  from  time  to  time  with  evacuees  as 
well. 

Yet  the  normal  working  output  of  the 
village,  its  contribution  to  the  vital  first- 
bne  fcKxl  supply,  has  never  wavered  In- 
deed. In  spite  of  the  absence  of  sixty 
skilled  and  strong  men.  and  In  spite  of  the 
Interruptions  of  the  raids,  production  has 
Increased 

How  has  It  been  done?  By  everyone 
working  harder  and  longer  hours,  and 
nobody  grumbling.  6o  far  as  poastble 
women  and  girls  have  replaced  the  absent 
men.  but  everyone  has  helped  Men  over 
eighty  have  gladly  shouldered  their  share 
of  the  common  burden.  As  a matter  of 
fact,  the  oldest  inhabitant  in  the  vtllaga, 
a mail  of  eighty-five,  is  serving  as  work- 
ing bailiff  on  a small  farm  of  some 
seventy- five  acres,  and  hoeing  down  a 
line  of  crops  he  can  keep  pace  with  men 
forty  years  his  Junior. 

The  war  effort  is  remarkable  There  are 
efficient  ARP  and  AFB  services,  a 
numerous  and  active  Special  Constabulary, 
and.  of  course,  the  Home  Guard  The  First 
Aid  Post  might  be  taken  as  a model  its 
MO  It  a Harley  Street  consultant  who 
lives  In  the  locality,  and  the  sister  In 
charge  Is  a State  registered  nurse  who 
I with  her  husband,  who  Is  a special  Con- 
stable runs  a large  dairy  farm  and 
mothers  a number  of  evacuees 

There  are  numerous  other  and  less  local 
services.  These  have  such  varied  aims  as 
the  provision  of  entertainment  for  the 
troops  billeted  locally,  the  encouragement 
of  Increased  garden  produce,  the  making 
of  more  jam.  the  increase  of  War  Savings, 
the  provision  of  garments  for  the  bombed 
cut.  woolles  for  the  Services  and  spUnu 
and  bandages  for  hospitals  Many  of  IhcM 
activities  are  run  by  or  through  the 
Women's  InsUtute  In  addition,  the  vil- 
lage houses  a nursery  school  for  children 
under  orhool  age  from  a heavily  bombed 
London  district,  and  a considerable  num- 
ber of  voluntary  evacuees 

And.  of  course,  the  folk  In  the  front- 
line village  share  with  the  rest  of  us  the 
general  troubles  and  Inconveniences  of 
var  Transport  is  difficult,  buses  leas  fre- 
queiil,  and  private  cars  much  more  rare. 
Delivery  vans  are  scarce,  too.  and  that 
adds  to  the  general  Inconvenience  of 
rationing  The  slk>pkeepers  have  a par- 
ticularly difficult  time,  yet  they  always 
have  time  for  a cheery  wr>rd  and  a chat— 
and  B helping  hand  for  the  troops 

Yet  perhaps  the  most  remarkable  and 
heartening  feature  of  the  whole  matter  is 
ihe  way  in  which  this  hard-pressed  and 
bard-wurked  community  has  carried  on 
Its  aortal  aervicee.  Not  one  of  these  has 
been  allowed  lo  lapse  Most  have  in- 
creased their  scope  instead 

The  Womcn's-InsUtuie.  the  Men's  Club, 
the  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  the  village 
branch  of  the  County  Library,  all  flourish. 
The  srhool  Is  as  welt  managed  and  effi- 
ciently staffed  as  ever  -and  It  has  a fins 
sir  rstd  shelter  where  studies  can  be  con- 
tinued underground  That  is  not  the  only 
change  brought  to  the  school  by  the  war. 
there  are  some  flfleen  evacuees  among 
trie  ninety  pupils,  gas-mask  drili  Is  dally 
routine,  and  wartime  cookery  and  war- 
time gardening  are  taught  to  the  elder 
children 

One  of  the  bu.^iest  men  In  the  village  is 
Ihe  vicar,  for  this  is  a scattered  parish 
and  the  war  has  both  widened  and  In- 
tensified the  work  of  the  Church  In  par- 
ticular his  work  for  the  children  and 
young  people  has  increased 

Theae  things  mean  much  lo  ths  vil- 
lagers- because  in  a vtllagc.  eoeial  services 
and  cultural  opportunities  art  tiot  show- 
ered on  one  by  aome  beneficent  cooncU: 
they  have  to  be  worked  for.  often  fought 
for.  too.  Bo  our  front-line  vUtacers  have 
no  Intention  of  letting  things  ao  Important 
fade  away  or  die  by  default,  Just  because 
they  have  so  much  else  on  their  minds 
and  ihoolders 

There  is  another  and  deeper  reason , too. 
If  one  of  their  social  sendees  faded  out  on 
account  of  the  war,  these  folk  would  con- 
sider It  (rightly  In  a way)  a minor  vlctovy 
for  the  Nazis.  And  they  are  grimly  de- 
termined that,  *'  far  as  their  tnfloenns 
stretches,  the  Nazis  shall  have  no  vie- 
tones,  not  even  goinor  oosa

There  U no  other  time  during  the 
entire  year  when  condlUunt  are  lo 
{avorable  fur  lawn  mukmg  and  rente- 
rMiimi  aa  they  are  in  early  Tall  The  cool, 
iiiolnt  weather  that  normally  prevalb  at 
inia  period  Is  particularly  conducive  to  Uie 
growth  of  Rra.*Ui — especially  lo  root  de- 
velopment. Now  If  the  seaium  of  stable, 
balanced  growth,  of  recuperation,  ot  the 
storing  up  of  food  and  energy  for  future 
ii>e  The  moisture  In  the  soil  which  prs- 
vioiLsly  was  at  low  ebb  Is  on  the  increase 
Nutrients  which  in  a dry  soli  were  not  ac- 
reA&ible  arc,  in  the  presence  of  Increased 
moisture,  becoming  of  more  use  as  Is  evl- 
dencid  by  the  bright  green  of  the  leaves 
Weeds  are  less  troublesome  and  young 
grasses,  when  the  seed  Is  sowm  early 
enough,  have  a good  chance  lo  form  their 
permanent  roots. 

In  making  a new  lawn,  the  first  and 
mast  essential  step  Is  deep  and  thorough 
soil  preparation  This  includes  the  work- 
ing  In  of  humus-turming  material  like 
rotted  manure,  peatmoaa  or  commercial

Laying  Pens  Must  Have 
Proper  Equipment  for 
Heavy  Production 

T')ROPER  equipment  in  the  laying  pens 
* u eiwential  to  efficient  pruductiun. 
Every  hen  should  have  an  equal  op- 
portunity to  feed,  drink,  lay  and  roost 
Many  high-producing  hens  are  of  a 
nervous  temperament  and  will  not  feed 
or  drink  a.s  they  should  If  they  have  to 
fight  for  a place 

Saibfartory  equipment  can  be  provided 
at  little  expense  Hoppers,  neats,  stands 
for  drinking  ve.ssels.  r<MJsts  and  dropping 
board.*f  can  be  constructed  of  lumber  by 
■ny  handyman  There  are  a few  Im- 
portant pfunis  lo  bear  in  mind 

1 Hoppers  should  be  con.strurled  lo 
prevent  waste  of  mash  the  most  ex- 
pensive part  of  the  ration  A narrow  strip, 
triside  the  feed  trough,  spaced  half  an 
Inch  from  the  upjier  edge,  will  prevent 
mush  falling  over  into  the  Utter 

3 Equipment  should  be  removable  lo 
fecilitate  ea.sy  and  thorough  cleaning 

3 Lumber  should  be  drewd  and  free 
from  cracks  where  lire  and  mites  ran 
h'de 

4 Muppers  and  drinking  vessels  should 
be  up  off  the  floor  to  prevent  contamina- 
tion of  mash  and  water  and  to  save  flour 
spMire 

Drinking  Eguipmenf 

The  best  type  of  drinking  fountain 
provides  a constant  stream  «>f  run- 
ring  water,  preferably  in  open  containers, 
rinsed  well  above  the  floor  to  avoid  con- 
tamination Provide  at  least  one  four- 
fool  steel  hog  trough  or  two  pans  sixteen 
Inches  in  diameter  for  100  hens  The 
water  supply  should  always  be  ei^n. 
fresh  and  plentiful. 

Nests  are  usually  constructed  in  bat- 
teries on  a side  wall  or  placed  under  the 
edge  of  the  dropping  boards  They  should 
be  semt-dark  with  the  entrance  at  the 
back  and  a hinged  flap  at  the  front  They 
should  be  twelve  by  fifteen  Inches  and 
live  inches  deep  Partitions  between  the 
rests  will  cut  down  crowding  and  soiled 
eggs  Always  provide  the  nests  with  rlean 
dry  litter 

RoosLs  should  be  placed  on  the  level, 
usually  running  the  full  length  of  the 
pen  Tlie  last  roost  should  be  ten  Inches 
from  the  wall,  the  others  fourteen  Inches 
apart  Allow  from  seven  to  nine  tnrhes  of 
rnr«4ting  space  per  bird  The  be«i  r<vmia 
are  made  of  two-by-four  scantling  with 
the  upper  edges  rounded 
Chicken  wire  between  the  ro-osi.s  and 
the  dropping  boards  will  keep  the  hens 
from  walking  in  droppings  and  tolling 
eggs.

birds  will  nut  be  crow'drd  and  those  that 
are  ab^^ut  ready  u>  lay  become  accu.sUimed 
lo  the  nests  and  do  not  lay  on  the  floor,

Uncrowded  birds  adapt  themselves  more 
quickly  to  the  new  system  of  core  and 
management  with  the  re.'ult  that  feather 
picking  and  cannibalism  are  reduced  to  a 
minimum  When  the  rest  of  the  flock  is 
brought  indoors  every  effort  should  be 
made  to  give  them  .similar  treatment,  but 
If  such  is  not  possible  you  will  find  that 
When  lhe:>e  birds  are  mixed  with  the  rest 
they  will  .settle  into  their  new  condiiioru 
with  lUMe  rilsiurbance  Always  keep  your 
))ul>U  and  old  hens  .separated 
An  abundance  of  green  feed  is  particu- 
larly Important  for  newly  housed  pullets. 
Allaila  hay  or  the  green  feed  that  they 
have  been  consuming  in  range,  placed  in 
the  laying  house,  will  more  closely  sim- 
ulate their  recent  range  xondltions  and 
prevent  a .sudden  change  of  diet.  This 
avoids  major  nutritional  disturbances 
which.  In  the  hen.  are  often  hard  to  cor- 
rect without  Ic.^  or  delay  in  egg  produc- 
1)on  Another  method  l.s  to  provide  clean 
fenced  runs  at  the  front  or  back  of  your 
hen  house  to  which  the  pullets  have  access 
(or  a month  or  so  after  being  brought 
from  range 

If  cannibalism  breaks  out  pine  iar 
should  be  immediately  applied  to  the  af- 
fected parts  The  birds  that  are  doing  the 
picking  should  be  watched  closely  and  if 
all  other  methods  fall  pick  guards  may 
be  applied 

Con.siant  attention  to  the  flock  is  Im- 
portant when  starting  laying  pullets  Tfiry 
cannot  be  handled  like  old  hens  Evea  If 
It  means  pracltcally  living  with  yuur  birds 
for  two  or  three  wrek.«  after  they  are 
brought  Indoors,  watch  and  look  after 
them  carefully.  The  time  and  effort  spent 
in  this  regard  will  be  well  paid  for  in  more 
eggs  and  a healthier  dork  Starting  with 
the  very  first  evening  that  your  pullets  are

Keeping  In  mind  that  100  hen.i  will  rat  a 
total  •>(  approximately  25  pound*  of  feed 
per  day,  it  is  sugge.sted  that  thirteen 
pounds  of  this  ma*h  and  twelve  pounds  of 
scratch  grain  be  allowed  dally  for  every 
100  birds  kept  * 

The  above  manh  formula  can  be  altered 
In  many  ways  to  fit  individual  clrt-um- 
stunce.s  If  skim  milk  or  buttiermtlk  are 
being  fed  the  amount  of  milk  powder  used 
run  be  greatly  reduced  The  lmpK»rUnt 
thing  to  remember  is  that  favorable  re- 
sults can  be  obtained  from  many  different 
rations  as  long  as  the  essential  nutrients 
are  properly  provided.

such  as  rhododendrons  and  azaleas,  writes 
Leon  Feld  in  The  New  York  Times 
The  plants.  oXxourse.  fill  a place  in  the 
landscaping  of  the  home  grounds  which 
no  other  group  of  shrubs  can  fill  For 
both  foltage  and  flower  el  feet  they  are  In 
a class  by  themselves  Properly  planted 
and  given  the  right  conditions,  they  are 
not  difficult  to  care  fur  Lack  of  any  one 
of  several  essential  requirements,  how- 
ever. is  likely  lo  result  in  failure 
First  of  all.  the  area  selected  for  the 
planting  of  broad  • leaved  evergreen.^, 
whether  neoj*  the  house  or  about  the 
grounds,  should  be  fuirly  well  shaded  for 
a third  to  a half  of  the  day.  The  second 
necessity  is  suitable  drainage.  With  few 
exceptions  the  broad-leaved  evergreens 
are  particular  that  their  drainage  should 
be  thorough  and  quick-acting  Unless  the 
drainage  conditlon.s  for  the  entire  area  are 
p<^r,  this  can  be  helped  locally  by  adding 
extra  drainage  materia]  at  tne  bottom  of 
Wie  holes  where  the  plants  are  lo  be  set 
For  tlie  usual  nursery-grown,  balled  and 
burlapped  plants,  holes  eighteen  to 
twenty-four  inches  in  dismete.r  are  suf- 
ficient If  these  ore  dug  nut  about  two 
feet  deep,  a slx-lneh  layer  of  small  ttirneft. 
gravel  or  coarse  sand  placed  in  the  bottom, 
of  each  will  improve  surface  soil  drainage 
If  hard,  tight  subsoil  Is  encountered.  Uils 
can  be  broken  and  loosened  up  with  a pick 
or  crowbar  before  the  drainage  material 
Is  put  In  place. 

Mix  Compost  Thoroughly 

NEXT  comes  Uie  ami— and  this  Is  vi- 
tally important  Ordinarily  it  is  best 
to  remove  entirely  all  of  the  soil  from  the 
planting  holes  In  its  place,  In  planting 
a compost  of  Ihtee  parts  sandy  loam,  two 
parts  decayed  acid  leaf  mold  and  one  part 
well-rotted  manure  lor.  In  Its  place,  com- 
mercial dried  cow  manure  and  peat-mossi 
is  u.sed  If  the  soil,  or  part  of  It.  when  re- 
moved from  the  hole,  proves  to  be  sandy 
in  character,  this  may  be  employed  in

Feeding  Bees  to  Avert 
Loss  of  Colonies  in 
Winter  Months 

The  Importance  of  plenty  of  whole- 
some stores  for  bee  colonies  cannot 
be  too  strongly  emphasized  H successful 
Wintering  Is  to  be  attained  by  the  bee- 
keeper Much  of  the  so-called  Winter 
losses  experienced  by  beekeepers  may  be 
attributed  to  Insufficient  or  unwholesome 
stores,  says  J W Ricketson,  beekeeper  at 
the  Dominion  Experimental  BtathA 
Fredericton.  N B 

Beekeepers  should  not  attempt  to 
Winter  Lhelr  bees  on  honey  gathered  late 
In  the  season  from  mixed  Fall  flowers 
such  as  goldenrod  and  wild  asters,  as  In- 
variably alores  from  such  anurces  will 
congeal  and  dysentery  will  develop  In  Ihe 
aolonies  before  Spring 
Bee.n  under  natural  eunckUons  dtnpoer 
only  their  feces  while  on  the  wing,  ao  K 
IS  important  Shat  duruig  long  periods  of 
omfinement.  as  is  eaperienced  in  Winter, 
that  food  containing  only  the  minimum 
amount  of  waste  malarial  be  given 
Clover  honey  may  aafely  be  left  with 
the  bees  f>>r  Winter  eonsumption.  but 
usually  thU  kind  of  honey  u removed  by 
the  beekeeper  because  being  of  top 
quality  It  drmande  the  hlgheist  price  on 
the  market 

Sugar  syrup,  made  by  dissolving  two 
parts  of  while  granulated  sugar  in  one 
part  of  boiling  water,  either  by  weight 
or  volume,  cannot  be  surpassed  for 
Winter  stnre.s  It  may  be  given  to  furnish 
all  or  part  of  the  bees'  hiod  for  Winter 
Natural  stores  may  be  supplemented

COLONIES  Wintered  outside  will  need 
forty  U>  fifty  pounds  of  stores,  and 
cellar  Wintered  colonies  thirty  to  forty 
pzjiinds.  depending  on  strength  of  colony 
111  the  Fall  and  kind  of  Winter  protection 
given.  Feeding  should  commence 
than  October  1.  and  should  be 
by  October  16  Early  feeding 
mended  because  bees  store  sugar  syrup 
more  rapidly  during  warm  weather  than 
In  cold,  and  Rtures  must  be  cured  and 
sealed  before  cold  weather 
A simple  method  of  aacertalning  the 
amount  nf  sugar  required  for  a given 
colony,  when  natural  stores  are  sup- 
plemented with  sugar  syrup,  is  to  sub- 
tract weight  of  hive  leas  hive  cover,  fmm 
M'vnnly-five  or  eighty  pounds  Thus,  if 
seventy-five  pounds  was  oaed  os  a stand- 
ard and  the  weight  of  the  colony  was 
forty  pemnds.  the  colony  would  require 
thirty- five  pounds  of  sugar  made  into 
syrup  for  Winter  stores  One  pound  of 
sugar  is  equivalent  to  one  pound  of  honey 
(or  stores,  and  should  not  be  confused 
with  pounds  of  synip.  which  contain  a 
relative  high  moisture  content 
Five  and  ten-pound  honey  palls  make 
sxceUenl  feeders  and  ore  eoovenient  frooi 
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aiiould  be  thoroughly  mixed  together 
preferably  by  running  them  through  a 
cimrse  screen 

In  planting  the  broad-leaved  evergreen. 
It  is  de.sirablr  to  u.se  great  care  in  every  de- 
tail. li  planting  holes  and  comport  can  be 
prepared  In  advance,  that  will  be  a dls- 
iJnrt  advantage 

Over  the  drainage  material  in  the  hole 
is  placed  a layer  of  the  compost,  lo  a 
depth  that 'will  allow  r<x>m  for  Ihe  soil  ball 
above  u The  lop  of  the  ball,  w hen  In  po- 
sition. should  be  slightly — but  not  over  an 
Inch  or  sc»— below  the  stul  level,  wiih  ih# 
ball  in  place,  ihe  burlap  holding  it  is  re- 
niuved  with  care,  so  as  not  Ui  disturb  ths 
root  ball  If  necessary,  a part  of  it  may  be 
left,  cutting  It  away  around  Uie  sides  with 
a zharp  knife.

During  Winter  the  greatest  danger  to 
newly  planted  evergreins  u cold  winda. 
Therefore.  It  Is  well  to  set  stakes  in  front 
of  or  all  around  the  planu  Heavy  burlap 
I*  nailed  or  tied  to  these  stakes,  to  .serve 
as  a protecUon  against  the  damaging  ef- 
fects of  bitU‘r  brec*»  No  covering  wiiat- 
soever.  burlap.i.  mat.i,  baskele  or  anything 
of  the  kind,  li  placed  over  the  tups  of  the 
planu. 


a rerkonuig  standpoint  A five  pound  tin 
of  sugar  syrup  '2-]  mixture*  is  equiva- 
lent to  three  pounds  of  sugar  and  a ten- 
pound  tm.  six  pounds  of  sugar  About 
two  or  three  dozen  fine  holes  'made  with 
frame  nail*  are  punched  in  the  c<jvers  of 
Uie  tins  and  after  the  syrup  has  crwiled 
enough  Ui  be  lukewarm  U is  placed  m 
the  feeders  ' and  is  then  ready  for  the 
colony.

Feeding  u practised  tn  the  Iste  after- 
noon to  avoid  robbing  of  crannies  and 
ft'eders  are  replenished  with  sugar  syrup

Evergreen  Planting  Time 
Comes  in  Early  Fall 

T^BBPITl  aU  th%t  has  boen  said  and 
■L/  writlon  on  the  subject.  Ihe  wnaU 
place  that  poaaeones  a representaUve  col- 
lection of  thoughtfully  selected  and  well- 
placed  evergreens  Is  still  a marked  ex- 
ceptirm  lo  the  general  rule  Indeed,  the 
cases  where  evergreens  have  been  ims- 
u*ed.  especially  in  so-called  ''fouridaUrm* 
plantings  that  soon  reach  aecond-stury 
wtndows-are  more  numerous  than  the 
examples  of  good  planting 

One  reason  why  this  condition  exists  is 
that  the  planting  of  evergreens  is  luo 
tiflen  left  until  Spring,  when  it  must  be 
done  burrledly,  and  frequently  K is 
skipped  alU>gether  m the  rush  of  oUier 
Work  The  ideal  lime  for  planting  most 
nf  the  evergreens  is  during  the  next  two 
or  three  weeks,  thus  giving  the  roots, 
which  renew  growth  In  the  Fail.  Ume  to

AB  evergreens  are  parUcuior  points  nf 
emphasis  exclamaUon  points,  al- 
most -m  the  landscape  picture,  and  •• 
they  are  permanent  ftxlurrr,  they  nniH 
be  seieeled  to  fit  Into  the  localiom  to  be 
accorded  them  if  results  that  will  be 
satisfactory  through  the  years  are  to  be

While  evergreen#  are  of  great  lmpc<r(-

Every  year  six  thousand  five  hundred 
million  postage  stamps  are  printed  for 
our  poitoffices  That  means  printing  at 
the  rale  of  nearly  twenty-three  millions

A special  watermarked  paper  Is  used, 
made  by  an  old-establlahed  Arm  which  for 
upwards  of  MO  years  has  manufactured 
the  paper  for  Bank  of  England  notes 
Paper  for  each  reign  has  Its  own  special 
watermark  impressed  on  it  while  still  wet 
by  "dandy  rolls  ” which  are  the  pre^rty 
of  the  postoflice 

Ths  paper  Is  sent  from  the  mills  to  the 
printers  in  sealed  containers,  and  every 
piece  has  to  be  accounted  for  either  as 
sheets,  books  ot  rolls  of  stamps,  or  as 
waste  The  waste  Is  repulped 
Postage  stamps  are  printed  by  photo- 
gravure Copper  cylinders  etched  with 
the  stamp  de^gn  are  employed,  and  the 
wear  and  tear  on  the  cylinder  is  reduced 
by  plating  It  with  chromium 
There  have  been  suggesUons  for  a spe- 
cial defence  stamp.  If  this  comes  about 
It  wlU  be  or\ly  the  sixth  special  Issue  that 
has  been  .ade  in  the  last  hundred  yean. 
The  others  were  In  connection  with  the 
Wembley  Exhibition  of  1924-25,  tbs  Lon- 
don meeting  of  the  Poatal  Union  Congre.v. 
19W.  the  Silver  iubtlee  of  Oeorge  V.  1921; 
the  ComnaUcm  etamp.  1917.  and  the 
stamp  to  commemorate  the  Penny  Poet 
Centenary  of  1940.

Daredevil  Pilots 

r^‘*ROM  the  matter -of-fact  way  m which 
many  pilots  talk  about  their  Job.  one 
would  imagine  that  ferrying  aircraft 
across  the  Atlantic  was  no  more  exciting 
or  dangerous  than  a bus  ride.  But  the 
end  of  the  war  may  release  many  stories 
of  adventure  and  bravery  above  the  dark 
Atlantir  One  such  adventure,  airead:  re- 
leased for  publication,  la  described  in  The 
Strand  Msgaxlne 

The  machine  concerned  was  a fifteen - 
K«n  Catalina  flying  boat — a two-engine 
machine  with  the  exceptional  range  ol 
4 OOO  miles 

The  plane  was  flying  si  a great  height, 
under  the  control  of' ' Oeorge.  when  for 
once  something  went  wrung  with  the  al- 
most foolproof  gyroscopic  mechanum  At 
the  time  the  plane  was  banking  One  of 
lU  ailerons— the  long  flaps  behind  each 
wing  which  give  lateral  control  and  enable 
the  machine  to  bank— was  fiiil  down 
“Oeorge'  suddenly  Jammed,  holding  the 
aileron  down,  ao  that  the  heavy  machine 
was  flung  into  a spiral  dive 
The  captain  wrestled  with  the  controls 
without  effect,  snd  the  Catslins  spun 
faster  and  /aster  towards  the  ses  A few 
thousand  feet  up  the  two  ailerons  began 
to  flutter  from  the  strain  Then  one  tore 
off  comfilelely.  The  spin  continued  until 
the  plane  was  only  900  feet  at^ve  the 
waves  Then,  with  a rending  of  metai. 
the  other  aileron  eoUapeed 
Experts  ran  sUU  hardly  credit  It.  but 
somehow  the  captain  pulled  the  big  ma- 
chine out  of  Its  spin  a few  seconds  before 
a craRh  He  sent  out  a radio  measage. 
“Both  ailerons  gone,  but  when  this  was 
received  no  one  believed  It  For  it  seemed 
impossible  that  the  plane  could  be  kept 
flying  on  an  even  keel  with  lU  latenU  con- 
trols gone— almoet  as  impoailble  u bal- 
ancing a bicycle  with  the  front  wheel 
locked 

But  the  flying  b<i^t  reached  Its  base, 
though  for  hours  the  two  pilots  had  to  Mt 
side  by  Ride,  using  all  their  strength  on  the 
remaining  enntrols  lo  keep  It  tn  the  air. 

Near  the  British  coast  they  ran  ttiio  a 
storm,  and  landed  on  a rough  sea  some 
miles  from  shore  But  this  did  not  satisfy 
the  pilots  Fearing  that  taxiing  over  the 
rough  waves  would  make  the  whole  erew 
seasick,  they  took  off  again  and  aklmmed 
Just  above  the  surface  for  the  remaining 
three  miiea  of  the  trip.
